Spencer Borden, of Fall River, Mass., of the well 
known mill family, has issued a book on the scarcity 
of Cavalry horses. For many years Mr. Borden has 
been interested in horses, and his opinions are the result 
of close study of breeding and the horse market. The 
keynote of his book and the chief reason, perhaps, for 
its publication is the statement in the preface that “were 
this country to become involved with any other Power 
at the present time, the Army of the United States 
knows not where to find the horses for its mounted 
service, no matter what it would be willing to pay.” 
Much is made by certain persons disposed to make light 
of the shortage in Cavalry horses of the fact that, next 
to Russia, the United States possesses more horses than 
any other country, but when analyzed the figures of this 
wealth in horses prove precisely our need of Cavalry 
mounts. Iowa, the leading horse-producing state in the 
Union, affords an illustration of the misleading character 
of general statistics that are not subjected to the proper 
tests. In Iowa, as shown by Mr. Rommel, Chief of 
the Division of Animal Industry in the Department of 
Agriculture, more than eighty per cent. of the stallions 
are of draft horse breeds, less than twenty per cent. 
of the lighter type. ‘Two-thirds of the twenty per cent. 
are standard-bred trotters and part of the remainder are 
Shetland ponies. How can anyone consider these Iowa 
figures, Mr. Borden asks, and find any comfort in them 
for the future of the Cavalry horse? Going more 
critically into the question the author takes Pennsyl- 
vania, in which the percentage of light horses is greatest. 
Here he finds that there are 306 stallions of the lighter 
type of horses, and of this number the only possible 
sires of horses fit for Cavalry purposes are fifteen 
Morgans, five American saddle-bred, five thoroughbred 
and one Orloff. Of the licensed stallions in Pennsylvania, 
1,308 are classed by Mr. Borden as hopeless mongrels, 
340 as draft and the remainder as of the lighter type. 
The dificulty of obtaining horses for the mounted police 
of New York is an indication of the scarcity of such 
horses that ought to arouse the negligent American 
people, but it probably won’t. The development of the 
automobile has caused a lessening of demand for horses. 
The greatest of private horse breeders in the world, 
according to Mr. Borden, is Baron Carl von Weinberg, 
of Frankfort, Germany, and the Baron is quoted as 
saying that “the ideal cavalry horse is the well bred 
polo pony, which can carry any weight as well as a 
higzer horse, is tough, sound, and easily kept sound. 
The better bred that pony is the nearer he comes to 
being the perfect cavalry horse.” Despite the tendency 
among the cavalry officers of other nations to look to 
France as being the exponent of the best type of cavalry 
development, Mr. Borden says that the “degeneracy of 
the French cavalry horses in the last decade is a source 
of great anxiety to the officers of the mounted service.” 





While not questioning for a moment that the Naval 
Academy is one of the best educational institutions in 
the world, Lieut. Comdr. A. W. Hinds, U.S.N., in 
pleading for a five-year course, says that it would be 
idle to deny that criticism of it is creeping in from the 
fleet and other sources. The main trouble with the 
course at the Academy is that it is one year too short. 
In the last twenty-five years there have been great 
changes in such studies as marine and electrical engineer- 
ing and ordnance and gunnery. These changes have all 
been additive, yet no more time is allowed the midship- 
man for his course. A comparison of the number of 
two-hour periods spent on each subject in 1899-1900 and 
1911-12 shows that mathematics has lost fifty-four 
periods, physics and chemistry forty-four periods, and 
mechanical drawing ninety-six periods in the last ten 
years, The loss in mathematics does the heaviest damage, 
hurting practically all other subjects. From a study of 


the courses at West Point and other schools, the author 
comes to the conclusion that they spend much more 
time on these subjects than is spent at the Naval 
Academy. In addition to more time devoted to mathe- 
matics and to physics and chemistry, more should be 
given to electrical engineering and to ordnance and 
gunnery. Competition, Commander Hinds believes, was 
killed ten years ago with the advent of big classes. In 
the days when commissions per class were few there 
was a scramble for them and the best men got them. 
The commissions were the reward of hard work and well 
cultivated intellect. With the large classes came the 
need of greater number of officers. The midshipmen 
knew this and studied less. The marks went up; 2.5’s 
gave way to 3.0’s, for they all had to be graduated. All 
this resulted in what was akin to a union. The mid- 
shipmen realized that if the bright ones studied hard 
the ones who were “wooden” could not get through. It 
became bad form to study out of study hours, and why 
not? Commander Hinds does not wish to go on record 
as saying that these men will not make good officers. 
If they succeed, they will have “to cultivate out in the 
Service the thinking power that they should have more 
nearly perfected while at the Academy.” The ceasing 
of the large classes next year will be a bad thing for 
the Academy and the Service at large. The essayist 
believes the classes should be kept as large as now, but 
only the number needed to fil! vacancies should receive 
commissions. The Bureau of Navigation could decide 
how many are needed each year. These views are set 
forth in the March issue of the Naval Institute Pro- 
ceedings.

The desire of Major General Wood, Chief of Staff, 
U.S.A., and Secretary of the Navy Meyer to introduce 
a less rigorous system of punishment than that which 
has obtained in our Services lends interest to the dis- 
cussion of “Punishment as Applied to Soldiers and 
Sailors,” which appears in the March Naval Institute 
Proceedings from the pen of Lieut. Col. G. Haines, 
British Imperial Service and commandant of the Deten- 
tion Barracks, Aldershot, who is the father of the 
detention system in England. He has been connected 
with prison administration for about fourteen years in 
England and India, and represents what may be called 
the advanced school of handling offenders against society. 
In the detention barracks there is no issue of beer, and 
tobacco also is barred. Silence is observed strictly. 
Nevertheless the spirit of competition is plainly apparent 
and the hang-dog look of the prisoner is nowhere to be 
seen. His experience with seamen has convinced Colonel 
Haines that men of the navy can be affected as favorably 
by the plan of detention punishment as can be the 
soldiers. It was seven years ago that the plan of deten- 
tion punishment for prisoners not charged with ignominy 
was adopted in England. One of the most salutary ways 
of making the improvement effective is to give a prisoner 
the benefit of good marks, his term of punishment being 
lessened according to the number of good marks he puts 
to his credit. The marks are awarded each day by a 
thoroughly responsible member of the barracks staff. 
The prisoner passes from one stage to another as his 
term progresses, in which the tasks and duties are 
different, more privileges being granted in one stage 
than in another. Naturally the prisoner finds it to his 
advantage to improve, so as to pass out of the narrow 
into the broader stage. All the time he is adding to his 
marks, which are to influence his length of imprisonment. 
The system is along the line of the progressive methods 
used in the best penitentiaries and prisons, where so 
much time off the sentence is allowed for good behavior. 
Another good feature of the detention plan is that the 
soldier is kept under military training daily, so that 
when he has finished his term he can return at once 
to the ranks and do his turn of duty without being 
physically unfit for it. The article of Colonel Haines 
is concluded with the report of the Inspector General 
of the U.S. Army, Brig. Gen. E. A. Garlington, on the 
subject of the British system of punishments. 
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Almost every occupation has its special malady, and 
every new sport adds one to the long list. Disturbances 
in system experienced at altitudes were described under 
the name of mountain sickness, but the latest accession 
to the galaxy of maladies is aviation sickness. ‘T'wo 
Bordeaux physicians recently made observations at one 
of the large French flying tournaments. They point out 
that an aeroplane flight calls for a continuous effort, both 
physical and intellectual, under conditions to which the 
human organism is not primarily adjusted. An ascent 
to an altitude of 9,000 feet is accomplished in thirty to 
forty minutes, and succeeded by a return to earth within 
five to seven minutes. The rapid changes in barometric 
pressure and the sudden alterations in temperature (from 
68 degrees F’. on the ground to 42 F. at 9,000 feet) 
make a combination of factors to which all workers at 
high altitudes may be exposed. In the ascents, it was 
found, shortness of breath may be experienced at rela- 
tively low altitudes, accompanied by some acceleration 
of the pulse. The attendant malaise is not characterized, 
as a rule, by the intense nausea noticed in mountain 
climbing; there may be a slight buzzing in the ears, but 
vertigo has not been reported. Frontal headaches are 
liable to arise at the altitude of about 4,500 feet. The 
sensation of cold becomes intense, and there is accelerated 
heart-beat, nervous tension, fatigue and other factors. 
Descent is usually too rapid to allow an accurate analysis 
of the sequence of physiological events. On landing 
there is an intense sensation of warmth all over the 
surface pf the body; the face is flushed and the eyes 
“sting”” Headache is not uncommon, and is usually 











accompanied by an almost invincible desire to sleep. 
Severe palpitation of the heart is also frequently com- 
plained of, as in the case of mountain climbing, but 
the altitude at which different individuals are attacked 
varies widely, and it has been found that even given the 
necessary pluck it is not everyone who can become a 
“bird-man.” 





A Sergeant of the Regular Army detailed as an in- 
structor of the local state forces at Mobile, Ala., had a 
stirring appeal in the Register of that city on April 14, 
urging the citizens to give more attention to the interests 
of the National Guard. He made a direct appeal to two 
of the chief classes of the population—the business men 
and the women. To the former he put the question what 
they were doing to promote the interests of an organiza- 
tion that not only might be needed to back up the 
Regular Army in the event of war but was depended 
on to keep local order in times of emergency. He spoke 
of one merchant who forbade his employees to have 
anything to do with the Guard, yet in 1906, when flood . 
had left the city in darkness, made a peremptory demand 
that a detachment of Guardsmen be sent to guard his 
premises. Of the women he asks whether they wish to 
see son, brother, sweetheart or husband go to war un- 
prepared to take care of himself in a military way and 
unable to do credit to himself or his state through lack 
of instruction in times of peace. ‘Dear ladies,” writes 
this gallant Sergeant, “the National Guard stands for 
many advantages. Military drill makes a man walk as 
his Maker meant him to. It teaches him habits of 
obedience and personal self-control, after which it is 
easy for him to control others; loyalty and proper care 
of his physical self under all conditions, and a self- 
respect that rises above pool rooms and saloon bars. It 
will give him a truer knowledge of citizenship, its duties 
and responsibilities, and fit him physically and mentally 
so that in the hour of trial he will be a credit to his 
country and to you.” A former National Guard officer 
of Mobile writes us that the Sergeant’s letter touches a 
weak spot in the character of the Mobile citizenship. 
There is a lack of interest in the Militia and influential 
citizens regret it, but each one waits for his fellow to 
take the lead, and little is done. It does not speak well 
for a city with the reputation Mobile has for doing things 
when it justifies the charge of “a complete lack of in- 
terest among its citizens and newspapers in all that 
concerns the military organizations of the locality.” 





In a letter to the New York Tribune A. H. Dadmun, 
corresponding secretary of the Navy League, says: 
“Americans who imagine that the Monroe Doctrine is 
acquiesced in by European Powers should keep in touch 
with recent articles appearing in German publications. 
The Grenzboten, a leading German review, in the current 
number makes a sharp attack on the Monroe_Doctrine, 
and the National Zeitung, in commenting on said article, 
urges the ‘fatherland to examine closely whether things 
resting on such shallow legal and historical foundations 
as the Monroe Doctrine need be tolerated, or whether, 
at the bottom, they are not merely American arrogance, 
which require sharp and decisive opposition.’ German 
colonizing concerns are lords and masters of over eight 
thousand square miles of Brazilian territory, in South 
America. The Hanseatic Company, of Hamburg, prac- 
tically rules in the state of Santa Cathrina, and in the 
adjoining state of Rio Grande do Sul are still other 
German colonies thousands of square miles in area. Un- 
questionably a strong sentiment exists among Germans 
in favor of bringing South American territory under the 
German flag.”

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In a speech at the Old Guard dinner in New York on 
the evening of April 22 Rear Admiral Sigsbee, respond- 
ing for the Navy, said: “In my opinion the action of 
Congress in cutting the naval appropriation was what a 
perfect lady would call ‘horrid.’ If I were to express 
my own views in my own language it would not be fit 
to print.” He referred to the heavy pension roll result- 
ing from the Civil and Spanish-American Wars as 
evidence of a lack of preparation for war in this country, 
and said that the millions lost to American shipping 
would have been materially reduced had the country been 
prepared for war. “My idea in keeping up the Navy is 
to prevent war. In the Navy at the present time we 
have reached the highest point of efficiency with our 
present force. And just as we find our Navy reaching 
this highest point of efficiency we are met with an adverse 
action on the part of Congress on further appropriations 
for construction.”

The New York Medical Journal is exercised over the 
fact that, in a country where there is otherwise so much 
“spread-eagleism,” the achievements of certain public 
servants are not heralded as American triumphs. Some 
notice, to be sure, was taken of the reduction of the 
death rate among the employees in the Canal Zone from 
41.73 per thousand in 1906 to 10.89 in the first six 
months of 1911; but it was not till after the deaths of 
Walter Reed and Carroll that any appreciation was 
given to the commission which in Cuba accomplished 
“the swiftest, most brilliant and triumphant conquest 
over disease which this world has seen.” The eradication 
of smallpox in the Philippines and Porto Rico was taken 
as a matter of course, and hardly any attention has been 
paid to the remarkable achievements of Ashford, King 
and Guiterrez in their campaign against the hookworm 
disease in Porto Rico.: 
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Persons of a pessimistic nature inclined to believe 
that a young man’s character receives some mysterious 
deteriorating effect on entering the Army should read 
the account by 1st Lieut. Paul D. Bunker, U.S.A., of the 
athletics and amusements office at Fort Slocum, N.Y. 
Fort Slocum is about twenty miles from New York city, 
and is one of the five recruit depots supported by the 
War Department. Practically all the applicants for 
enlistment east of the Mississippi River are sent to 
Slocum for final examination and acceptance or rejection. 
The strength of the garrison varies, running as high as 
1,500 men at times. The activities of the A. and A. office 
are to supervise all forms of athletics at the post and 
to provide means of entertaining the soldiers at times 
when they are not on duty. The idea of the athletics is 
not to make the recruit a finished athlete, the main inten- 
tion being to “get him off his bunk” and to fill his lungs 
with fresh air. It has been found that a go-as-you-please 
method of athletic training would soon bore the men 
to death. The athletic exercises for the month of August, 
1911, give an idea of the system. They covered boxing, 
medicine ball, football practice in kicking and catching, 
hurdles, pole vaulting for height and distance, high 
jumping—standing and running, and soccer practice in 
dribbling and passing. One good phase of this kind of 
training is that it is compulsory, for it thus draws out 
the diffident men who dislike to make a poor showing. 
Where all have to turn out there are enough poor athletes 
to place the indifferent performer at his ease. The best 
results have been found to come from exercises that are 
athletic in their nature rather than purely calisthenic, 
and that depend for success upon some knack or develop 
the spirit of rivalry. Good results come from the 
judicious use of hurdles. First a green squad is allowed 
to negotiate several low hurdles, each man in his own 
way. Then one of the best hurdlers is sent over them. 
The ease and smoothness of his performance, contrasted 
with the slowness and awkwardness of the recruits, 
always make a deep impression. Boxing is another 
exercise strongly favored as a developer. To further the 
interest in it monthly boxing exhibitions are held during 
the colder months, under the rules of the A.A.U. Pro- 
fessionals from the city are brought up to show the men 
how easy it is to spar if taught right. All members 
of the garrison are admitted free to these exhibitions, 
which are conducted on such a high plane of conduct 
that officers’ families habitually attend. Indoor athletic 
meets are held monthly. Company commanders select 
their competitors. They try out the recruits of their 
companies and may require the best to enter the meet, 
regardless of the personal wishes of the men concerned. 
No prizes are offered at these field meets, and the results 
are announced in general orders. Each of the six recruit 
companies takes part in summer in a forty-game baseball 
schedule. The post exchange pays the expenses of visit- 
ing teams. In the line of amusements moving pictures 
have a large place, as does roller skating. Only enlisted 
men are allowed on the floor, and thus objectionable 
persons are kept out. Bowling, gallery shooting and 
swimming also have their devotees. Lieutenant Bunker’s 
paper appears in the March Naval Institute Proceedings. 
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Describing how our bluejackets are taught to shoot 
straight in rough water, Lieut. Comdr. I. C. Palmer, 
U.S.N., in the Scientific American, with the aid of 
photographs and diagrams makes plain the difficulties 
attending the training of the gun layers of our fleet. 
The old days when ships’ gunners were practiced at the 
guns only in comparatively still water have gone by, 
perhaps forever, and it is considered in our, as well as 
in other, navies that the best gunner is the one who can 
adapt himself in a twinkling from conditions of calm 
waters to conditions of heavy weather. Another feature 
noted by Commander Palmer is that “the character of 
the enlisted force of the Service has changed remarkably 
in the last fifteen years. Nowadays there is a community 
of interest foreign to the former relations between officers 
and men. The reasons for every order are explained 
fully, so that the men are thoroughly familiar with the 
object sought and with the material used. This applies 
not only to loading and firing the guns, but to the whole 
fire-control and range-finding system, so that when a 
naval battle is fought intelligent petty officers may take 
the place of officers killed or disabled. The whole 
Service is working together with one end in view, that 
of efficiency in battle. At battle practice the conditions 
are made just as severe as those that would obtain in 
actual action. ‘The firing vessel has no knowledge of 
the course, speed or distance of the target vessel. All 
the information she has is that somewhere on the horizon 
at a distance of ten miles or more is a column of smoke 
marking the enemy at which she is to shoot. She steams 
toward it at her best speed and opens fire at whatever 
range she chooses, but the value of hitting at long ranges 
is vitally impressed on her by the amount which is added 
to or subtracted from her score for the shots that hit 
beyond 12,000 yards or under that mark. The whole 
firing is finished in four minutes, and the ship has no 
other chance to make good if she fails in this. No 
excuses are accepted for faifure of guns to fire, for 
breaking down of any gear or for any faults of personnel 
or material. The spotting practice has to do with train- 
ing men to estimate the distances which shots are over 
or under the mark. At the recent spotting practice on 
the San Marcos in Chesapeake Bay it was found that 
salvos of eight projectiles fired at a distance of 11,500 
yards could be placed on any part of the target ship. 
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In his “I’Envers de la Guerre de Course” Lieutenant 
Castex, of the French navy, deals with the question of 
commerce destroying, and expresses the hope that “he 
will be able to make to the new doctrine an interesting 
contribution of detail under the form of an examination 
of a well known historical event—the seizure in 1781 
of the English prizes of Saint Eustache by the famous 
Lamotte-Picquet.” The brochure, which is accompanied 
with an excellent map, is from the press of F. Fournier, 
264 Boulevard St. Germain, Paris. The revictualling 
of Gibraltar by Admiral Darby at the time of the famous 
siege is concurrently introduced, and the alleged 
timorousness of the Spanish fleet in refusing to engage 
Darby and prevent him from landing his supplies at 
Gibraltar is discussed to show how utterly Spain failed 
to grasp the real duty of a navy in such a case. It is 
asserted by a Spanish historian that Cordoba was not 
to blame for the inactivity of his fleet, which was 
ascribable to the decision of the Madrid Cabinet. that 
claimed to have consulted a number of “experienced 
persons” able to pass an intelligent opinion on the 
wisdom of Cordoba’s giving battle to Darby. Only one 
of the reports of these “experienced persons” is to be 
found in the Madrid archives to-day, but as quoted here 
it is one of the most astonishing military opinions ever 








given, and Lieutenant Castex is justified in all the sharp 
things he says about a government that would allow 
itself to be governed by such an opinion when possessed 
of a fighting fleet within easy reach of the enemy. This 
report, in a word, is to the effect that there is no use of 
Cordoba engaging with Darby because the British could 
not be prevented any way from bringing aid to Gibraltar 
and it would be better for “the King to save his squadron 
to cover the seas, guard the coasts and protect the com- 
merce of the Indies.”

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Suggesting that other states imitate the example of 
Pennsylvania, and establish a constabulary to relieve 
the National Guard of police duty in the case of riots 
of local extent, Major R. W. Montelius, Med. Corps, Pa. 
N.G., describes in the Military Surgeon some of the 
effective work done by the Constabulary in handling 
mobs. He tells how twenty-three members of Troop A, 
of Wilkes-Barre, Pa., quelled disorder in the strike at 


Mt. Carmel in 1906. The hotel at which they stopped 
on arriving was surrounded by a mob of 3,000. On leav- 
ing the building the troopers covered the full width of 
the street, and at the command of “Charge clubs” they 
fell upon the crowd and put it to flight. After a hearing 
in the court room, where the officers were arraigned 
on the charge of assault and battery, the Constabulary 
were stoned and shot at. The officer in charge at once 
gave the order to about face and shoot. Forty or more 
rioters fell at the first volley, many seriously injured. 
The shooting was done by .38 cal. Colt revolvers. The 
troopers patrolled the town for several days, making 
many arrests without being molested, and in a very 
few days Mt. Carmel was as tranquil as a farm. Before 
leaving the town the troopers made their visits without 
arms. Major Montelins lived in the town and writes 
from first hand information. ‘Without making undue 
criticism,” he says, “the National Guard could never 
have brought about such a result with twenty-three 
men.” Perhaps in making this comparison the Pennsyl- 
vania major has in mind twenty-three foot soldiers of 
the National Guard. Mounted men of the National 
Guard have performed splendid duty in strikes. In the 
great Brooklyn (N.Y.) trolley strike of 1895 Troop A, 
N.G.N.Y., under Capt. Charles F. Roe, now major gen- 
eral, was able with only a handful of men to scatter 
mobs of great size with ease. There is a moral quality 
in mounted troops going against mobs that Infantry does 
er possess. Few rioters care to stand against a dashing 
orse. 
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Through 1,504 miles of the worst road that could be 
found in the South was the test that has been given the 
auto trucks which were designed to take the place of 
the train wagons by Capt. Alexander E. Williams, U.S.A. 
Captain Williams started from Washington with four 
auto trucks and finished the trip with all but one. On 
the route the party passed through Indianapolis, Rich- 
mond, Va., Raleigh, Charlotte, Atlanta, Chattanooga, 
Nashville, Louisville, returning to Indianapolis. While 
the results were satisfactory, this is not regarded as a 
final test, as the machines will be sent with the provi- 
sional regiment this summer which is to test out the 
Infantry equipment and give a practical demonstration 
of a regiment of companies of 150 strength. On this trip 
three-ton trucks as well as the one-and-a-half-ton trucks 
will be given the service test. It is proposed to use the 
three-ton trucks on the line of communication, while 
the one-and-a-half-ton trucks are designed to take the 
place of the transport wagons. It is claimed that with 
auto trucks the line of communication of a regiment or 
an organization can be greatly increased. ‘There is no 
doubt that machines can be built that will operate 
successfully on the line of communication. The trip 
which Captain Williams has recently completed fully 
demonstrates this. The machines traveled with the regu- 
lation load over roads which the farmers had abandoned. 
It is true that the auto trucks were frequently stalled 
in the mud, but three of them were able to go the entire 
route on their own power. One machine would frequently 
get so deeply imbedded in the mud that it took two to 
pull it out. But they did succeed, without the assistance 
of horses or mules. In the provisional regiment experi- 
ment this summer the one-and-a-half-ton truck will be 
required to work in the train along with the mules. The 
machines have not been given a trial with troops in the 
field, and the result of the experiment will be watched 
with great interest. Captain Williams will be in charge 
of this experiment, and, as was noted last week, is an 
expert on the subject of motor trucks. 
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We announced some time ago that arrangements have 
been completed with the authorities of Keio University, 
of Tokio, Japan, for a visit of an all Army baseball 
team from the Philippine Islands as guests of the univer- 
sity. The following men, composing an athletic detach- 
ment, Headquarters Philippines Division, have been 
ordered to report to Fort McKinley, and after a month’s 
practice on the 19th Infantry diamond the final selection 
of the team to represent the Army will be made. The 
detachment is composed of Sergt. Alonzo Hauck, Troop 
K, Corpl. Joseph Flick, Troop I, and Corpl. Charles B. 
Edgar, Troop K, 8th Cav.; Sergt. Thomas F. Whalen, 
Troop E, Corpl. Cloyd C. McClenican, Troop L, Pvt. 
Harry Yoos, Troop F, Pvt. Harry F. Crist, Troop F, 
and Pvt. John J. Lewis, Troop E, 7th Cav.; Sergt. Lee 
A. Jordan, Battery C, 2d F.A.; 1st Class Pvt. John J. 
McCuollough, Co. L, Signal Corps; Pvt. Byrd M. Willis, 
90th Co., C.A.C.; Pvt. Joseph A. Lucas, 9th Co., C.A.C.; 
Pyt. Charles Teschke, 13th Co., C.A.C.; Corpl. Ernest 
J. Trutner, band, Pvt. Washington Johns, Co. F, and 
Pvt. William. Fredericks, Mt. Scout Det., 13th Inf.; 
Sergts. Stephen Nichols, Co. G, and Charles E. Smith, 
Co. L, 19th Inf. The team sailed for Nagasaki on the 
Army transport leaving Manila on April 15, to go from 
there direct to Tokio. About twelve games will be played, 
and the team will remain a month in Japan. Of the 
players selected for the tryout almost all are well known 
to Manila fandom as members of teams in the Manila 
League or of the Army amateur team, which carried off 
the honors of the carnival series. First Lieut. Henry W. 
Fleet, 19th Inf., is the officer selected to be in charge 
of the team. 
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The fortitude and self-abnegation displayed by the 
musicians on the Titanic and the similar exhibition on 
the English ship Birkenhead recall also the patriotic 
conduct of the band on board the German gunboat IItis, 


which went to the bottom of the Chinese Sea on Aug. 25, 
1896. The scene was at that time described by one of 
the few survivors of the disaster, which claimed 118 
of the Iltis’s crew, He said that the men stood at 





parade, the band played “Heil Dir im Siegerkranz” with 
all the precision and force of which they were capable, 
and, swinging their caps, the officers and men went down 
cheering the Kaiser. 
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In explaining the prevalence of auto-intoxication, 
which, he says, “has directly or indirectly caused more 
invalidism and mortality in modern armies than all other 
pathogenic causes combined,” Col. John M. Banister, 
U.S.A., retired, formerly of the Medical Corps, utters a 
strong warning in the May-June M.S.I. Journal against 
indulgence in alcoholic liquors by referring to the dis. 
coveries made in medical operations in tropical countries, 
“Any medical man,” he says, “who has had the opportu- 
nity of witnessing in the operating rooms of our tropical 
stations the enormous, congested, sodden livers of those 
addicted to alcoholic drinks when subjected to abdominal 
operations can well appreciate the highly deleterious 
effects of habitual alcoholic indulgence in this regard at 
least. Even more dangerous than alcohol itself are the 
ethereal oils and aldehydes found in liquers and 
cordials.” Dr. Banister had an extensive professional 
experience in the Philippines, and is specially equipped 
for passing upon questions involving service in the 
tropics. Chronic constipation is a condition very closely 
related to auto-intoxication, and men in barracks should 
be warned against the uncalled-for use of laxatives; 
indeed, Colonel Banister believes it would be “a good 
plan for a company order to be posted in each squad 
room stating the bad results likely to follow the use of 
purgatives without medical advice, in setting up artificial 
conditions of intestinal activity instead of allowing 
nature to take its course.’ By “auto-intoxication” is 
meant the development of poisons in the body through 
defective digestive and assimilating functions of the 
human system. The correct study of the principles of 
hygiene, including diet, will do much to lessen the 
prevalence of diseases of this type, the most serious of 
which are arterio-sclerosis, apoplexy, cardiac disease, 
chronic rheumatism, aneurism, coma, melancholia and 
other forms of insanity.

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A very interesting lecture was delivered before the 
School of Marine Engineering at the U.S. Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, on Friday, April 19, by Dr. William 
H. Tolman, Director of the American Museum of Safety, 
of New York, on “Industrial Safety.” Dr. Tolman’s 
lecture was most interesting throughout, and covered the 


many departments in which the Bureau of Safety is 
interested, including mechanical appliances for prevent- 
ing accidents to workmen, sanitary arrangements for 
safeguarding health, and methods advocated for improv- 
ing the social conditions in manufacturing establishments. 
The lecture was accompanied by a remarkable selection 
of lantern slides, in which methods and processes were 
shown with great accuracy and with such coloring as to 
depict the device shown with great clearness. This 
lecture is one of the regular lecture series for the present 
year in the School of Marine Engineering, and will prove 
of great value in bringing the work of the social and 
sanitary engineers before the officers of the Service. 
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A writer in the Naval Medical Bulletin, dealing with 
the prevalence of insanity in the Navy, protests against 
the indiscriminate enlistment for the Navy of men of 
obviously low mental caliber or positive mental debility. 
The writer argues that a casual inspection of merely the 
photographs of some of the insane enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps serves to show that a good many 
degenerate and feeble-minded individuals are being ac- 
cepted for enlistment who should not be recruited. “I 
believe,’ says our writer, “that if each enlisted man 
were required to serve a probation term of six months 
before being finally accepted for a four years’ enlistment, 
medical officers would be able to weed out from the 
Service a large number of such degenerates. If, in 
addition to this probational term, medical officers with 
some psychiatrical training were stationed at each of the 
principal training stations such medical officers could be 
instrumental in eliminating from service still more mental 
defectives of this type.”

The decision of the military government of the Moro 
Province to open.stores at various places where natives 
may sell or trade their products at fair prices instead of 
being subject to the cheating tactics of native merchants 
is a sad commentary on the old belief in the inherent 
honesty of John Chinaman and the tendency of civiliza- 
tion to train men in the art of robbing their fellow-men 
under the guise of trade extortion. One is surprised to 
find that in the Moro country the Chinese and native 
traders are adepts in fleecing the innocent tribesmen, 
from whom they exact a percentage of profit that would 
make the most rapacious pawnbrokers and note-shavers 
of civilization turn green with envy. Brigadier General 
Pershing, U.S.A., in his annual report tells us that the 
ignorant Moro and Pagan tribesmen from the interior 
have always been a prey to unscrupulous traders, 
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REVISION OF THE ARTICLES OF WAR. 


Chairman Hay, of the Military Committee of the 
House, on April 22 introduced a bill (H.R. 23628) “to 
amend Section 13842 of the U.S. Revised Statutes and for 
other purposes.” It is a document of fifty-five pages, 
the nature of which is explained by the letter of the 
Secretary of War which follows: 

April 19, 1912. 

My Dear Mr. Hay: The Articles of War which now govern 
the conduct of the Army in time of peace and of war have 
not undergone comprehensive revision for more than 100 
years. The service conditions which these Articles of War 
are intended to regulate have greatly changed, and new and 
unforeseen conditions have arisen. As a result experience 
has increasingly disclosed the inadaptability of the existing 
military. code to present-day service conditions. 

The necessity for a comprehensive revision of the code has 
long been apparent. Two such attempts at revision were 
commenced by this department, the first in 1888, and the 
other in 1903. The need for it has been so insistent that 
my predecessor, Secretary Dickinson, directed the present 
Judge Advocate: General to undertake the labor of revision. 
This labor has been painstakingly prosecuted, and the results 
are herewith transmitted for your consideration as the basis 
of remedial legislation. 

The accompanying letter from the Judge Advocate General 
to me submitting his proposed revision sets forth very clearly 
and concisely the theory of his undertaking and the details 
of the suggested changes. I deem it necessary, therefore, to 
invite your attention only to the following broad features of 
the project: 

1. The revision was undertaken in the conservative spirit 
that legislative reforms should be evolutionary. In other 
words, that which successfully has withstood the test of 
experience should be retained, and changes and innovations 
should be limited to the wisdom of experience. As a matter 
of draftsmanship it has been sought to build on established 
lines, and to conform in general to settled administrative and 
judicial construction. 

2. The existing Articles are notoriously unsystematic and 
unscientific. Inevitably this condition hampers their easy 
and effective enforcement. A careful classification has been 
made, disassociated legislation in the new Articles of War 
has been incorporated therein, resulting in an analytical, pre- 
cise, comprehensive, and easily enforceable code. 

3. Experience has disclosed a very serious evil in the ad- 
ministration of military justice, owing to limitations of general 
courts-martial. But the Service needs go beyond these lib- 
eralizing changes as to the constituency of general courts. 
As the Judge Advocate General convincingly shows, there is 
need of an intermediate disciplinary court to deal with that 
large proportion of cases midway between the grave offenses 
calling for dismissal, dishonorable discharge, or detention, to 
be disposed of by general court-martial, and the minor of- 
fenses calling for very light punishment, which are now dealt 
with by the summary courts. Under existing conditions there 
is necessarily delay and laxity in the administration of mili- 
tary justice, with the resulting impairment of efficiency. I 
regard the use of this intermediate disciplinary court of 
great importance, and one that is bound to be productive of 
much good. i =. 

I have carefully studied in detail the proposed revision, and 
the reasons underlying the various proposals. The whole 
project has my hearty approval. I trust that it will meet 
with your approval, so that you will urge its prompt enact- 
ment into law at the present session of Congress. p 

A similar request has this day been made of the chairman 
of the Military Committee of the Senate.

In the letter of General Crowder referred to the Judge 
Advocate General gives a history of our Articles of War, 
commencing with the code of 1775, consisting of _sixty- 
nine articles largely copied from the existing British 
code of 1774. This was enacted June 30, 1775, and 
amended Nov. 7, 1775, by the addition of sixteen provi- 
sions, to be further enlarged with modifications Sept. 20, 
1776, and again in 1786. Finally, by the Act of April 
10, 1806, a code consisting of 101 articles was adopted 
superseding all previous enactments. Since then there 
has been no formal revision of the Articles of War, 
the code as it appears in the Revised Statutes of 1874, 
with its 129 articles, being substantially the code of 
1806 expanded to embrace amendments and new legisla- 
tion since that date. Aside from piecemeal amendments 
there has therefore been no change for 106 years, during 
which period the British code on which ours was 
originally founded has been revised almost out of recogni- 
tion and the penal codes of most of our states have 
undergone revision. wh 

As a consequence, as General Crowder shows, “the ad- 
ministration of military justice was seriously obstructed, 
even under the mild test afforded by the Spanish- 
American War, and continues to be so obstructed under 
peace conditions, due to the retention in the Code of 
provisions which, however well they may have served 
the purposes of the Army in the past, do not meet present 
conditions, or to the failure to enact new legislation, 
and that delays which impair the discipline and efficiency 
of the Army and which are easily avoidable result there- 
from.” General Crowder says: 

Attempts have been made in the project of revision here- 
with submitted to remedy these evils as follows: , 

First, the requirement that the general court-martial must 
consist of thirteen members, when that number can be as- 
sembled without manifest injury to the Service, has been 
omitted. I am clearly of the opinion that we surrender no 
necessary safeguard in the administration of military justice 
when we leave the discretion of the convening authority un- 
restricted as to the number of officers between the authorized 
minimum of five and the authorized maximum of thirteen 
which ought to be assembled for the trial of cases. ? 

Second, the authority to convene general courts-martial has 
been extended so as to meet the following conditions: In the 
Spanish-American War, and in the Philippine, insurrection 
which followed, it was found necessary to organize numerous 
expeditionary forces, and forces of occupation, and send them 
to remote parts of the Islands. Many of these forces ap- 
proached but did not reach the full equivalent of a statutory 
brigade, due to which their commanding officers were without 
authority to convene general courts-martial. These are con- 
ditions which are liable to recur in any war in which the 
United States is likely to engage, and are therefore condi- 
tions for which provision should be made. Recently when, 
because of disturbed conditions on our Southern frontier, there 
were organized Separate Brigades at Galveston, Texas, and 
San Diego, Cal., and a Maneuver Division at San Antonio, 
Texas, the deficiencies of the existing Articles were again 
revealed in the fact that they gave to the general officers 
commanding these units no authority to convene general 
courts-martial. Further, the authority of the Superintendent 
of the Military Academy to convene such courts is, by the 
Articles, limited to the courts for the trial of cadets, and, 
although there are always stationed at the Academy specially 
selected officers in all the grades available for detail on court- 
martial duty, the Superintendent may not order a court for 
the trial of an officer or an enlisted man of his command. 
Article 8 of the project herewith preserves the authority 
to convene courts-martial to those who now have it, extends 
this authority to the commanders of divisions and separate 
brigades in time of peace, removes the restriction upon the 
authority of the Superintendent of the Military Academy to 
convene courts, and provides further that in case of brigade 
posts, expeditionary forces, and other forces not foreseen, the 
President may, when in his judgment necessary, specially 
empower the commenters of bm a posts and of said 
f nvene general courts-martial. J 
Third. the provision of existing Articles making woaplas 
officers incompetent to sit on courts-martial for the trial o 
officers and soldiers of other forces has been modified so as . 
give accused officers and soldiers of other forces the right oH 
peremptory challenge against Regular officers detailed to si 
on courts for their trial, The existing law (Art. 77) assumes 


a disqualifying bias upon the part of all Regular officers 
for such duty. So complete is the assumption that it is not 
necessary that the accused volunteer or militiaman should 
even exercise the right of challenge in order to remove Regu- 
lar officers from duty upon a court convened to try him. 
The law itself disqualifies the Regular officer, and the dis- 
qualification is not one which the accused can waive. This is 
the authoritative ruling of the Supreme Court, which has 
further held that this disqualifying bias which the statute 
assumes extends to Regular officers holding volunteer com- 
missions. Firm in the belief that the end sought to be at- 
tained by this law will be fully realized if the accused volun- 
teer or militiaman is given the right of peremptory challenge 
against Regular officers detailed upon general courts-martial 
for his trial, I have drafted new Art. 4 so as to accord him 
this right. 

But to stop here would not afford the relief which service 
conditions demand. The wide sap between the general court 
and the summary court needs, think, to be filled by an 
intermediate disciplinary court which will follow the Army 
under all conditions of its service, field or garrison, peace or 
war, with adequate power to impose disciplinary punishments 
but without the power to adjudge dishonorable discharge. t 
am confirmed in this view by the report rendered by Capt. 
William E. Birkhimer, Acting Judge ‘Advocate, 1st Division, 
8th Army Corps, under date of March 20, 1899. 

In Arts. 3, 6, 9 and 13 of the project herewith submitted 
an attempt has been made to create such a court as was 
recommended by Captain Birkhimer. Its membership is to 
consist of from three to five officers, and it is given the au- 
thority to award punishment extending to six months’ con- 
finement and forfeiture, and to proceed in the trial of cases 
without the formality of recording the evidence, except when 
specially ordered so to do by the convening authority. As 
the court is intended to be primarly a disciplinary one, it is 
placed by the proposed articles in the hands of those officers 
of our Army who are primarily responsible for discipline, 
viz., commanders of brigades, regiments, detached battalions, 
posts, camps, or other pe where troops are on duty and 
the requisite number of officers may be obtained. The sta- 
tistics of this office indicate that the court as thus organized 
ought to try approximately forty per cent. of the cases now 
tried by general courts-martial, with the result that the time 
now consumed in these cases in forwarding charges to remote 
division headquarters and receiving them back approved for 
trial by general court-martial, and in sending to the sam3 
headquarters the completed net ge of the trial for the 
action of the convening authority, and in returning to the 
place of trial the orders publishing the sentence—often ag- 
gregating two months, and not infrequently exceeding three 
months—will be reduced to a period of two or three days. 

In the project of revision the special court substitutes the 
garrison and regimental courts, and the authorized courts, if 
the revision is enacted into law, will be: The general 
court-martial, with its extended jurisdiction, to be resorted 
to in grave cases calling for dismissal, dishonorable dis- 
charge, or prolonged detention in confinement with or without 
dishonorable discharge; (2) the special court for the trial of 
cases where the end sought is the retention of the offender 
with his command to be disciplined; and (3) the summary 
court for the trial of minor offenses calling for light punish- 
ments of confinement and forfeiture. 

The provision of the existing law that the summary court 
shall not adjudge at hard labor or forfeiture or pay, or both, 
for a period exceeding one month, except upon the consent of 
the accused to trial by such court, has been omitted. It is 
not believed that jurisdiction should ever depend upon the 
consent of an accused, but the omission of the provision is 
called for by other considerations. Experience in adminis- 
tering the law as it now stands shows that only the worst 
characters avail themselves of this provision, in whose hands 
it becomes a weapon with which to obstruct the administra- 
tion of military justice. Its omission for this reason alone 
would be justified. In lieu of the omitted promision a proviso 
has been inserted (see Art. 14) that when the summary court 
officer is also the approving officer no sentence adjudging 
punishment in excess of one month’s confinement and for- 
feiture shall be executed until approved by superior authority. 
This, it is believed, is a sufficient safeguard. 

General Crowder further states that he has corrected 
the notable deficiency of the present Code in arrangement 
and classification, and incorporated provisions of_ the 
Revised Statutes and acts of Congress in Articles 2, 4, 
7, 8, 10, 14, 22, 24, 31, 36, 37, 46, 48, 49, 50, 52, 54, 
79, 80, 82, 106, 108 and 114. The present doubt as to 
the persons subject to military law is removed by setting 
vo in Art. 2 a list of “persons subject to military 
aw. . 

Articles 1, 10, 11, 12, 29, 30, 36, 37, 53, 76, 87 and 
101 of the existing code have been omitted. Some of 
these articles have never met any real need in our 
Service, and may for all practical purposes be regarded 
as obsolete; others embrace only matters properly within 
the field of Army Regulations. : 

Provisions relating to the same subject matter have 
been brought together in single articles. Offenses now 
triable under either the 59th or the 62d Article are made 
triable under one and the same article (new Article 93) 
both in peace and war. Trials by G.C.M. for murder 
and rape are limited to offenses committed in time of 
war or beyond the geographical limits of the states and 
District of Columbia. In new Art. 40 desertion in time 
of war is exempted from the statute of limitations, and 
the period beyond which the statute runs in peace is 
extended to three years. The deficiencies in Art. 91, 
with reference to the depositions of witnesses, are cor- 
rected in new Article 25, which conforms in the main to 
Art. 863, Rev. Stats. | ; 

“Article 96, as now in force, provides that ‘no person 
shall be sentenced to suffer death, except by the con- 
currence of two-thirds of the members of a general court- 
martial.’ The article, however, leaves it open to a bare 
majority of the court to find the accused guilty of an 
offense for which the death sentence is mandatory, so 
that the article does not, as a matter of fact, furnish any 
special protection to the accused in a case of this kind, 
in view of the obvious duty the court has to impose 
the sentence required by law upon a legal conviction. 
The corresponding article in the project—Art. 44—has 
been drawn so as to require the concurrence of two-thirds 
of the members of the court in order to convict an accused 
person of an offense for which the death penalty is made 
mandatory by law, and also to require the concurrence 
of two-thirds of the members of the court in passing 
sentence of death in any case.” : 

It is difficult to extract from Articles 122 and 124, 
as now in force. 2 workable rule concerning the rank 
and precedence of officers, when officers of the Regular 
Establishment, of the Militia and of Volunteers are 
concerned. In the corresponding articles of the project— 
Articles 118 and 119, quoted below—an attempt has been 
made to state clearly a definite practicable rule. 

‘*Art. 118. Rank and precedence among Regulars, Militia, 
and Volunteers.—Officers of the same grade shall rank and 
have precedence in the following order, without regard to 
date of rank or commission as between officers of different 
classes, namely: First, officers of the Regular Army and offi- 
cers of the Marine Corps detached for service with the Army 
by order of the President; second, officers of the Organized 
Militia in the service of the United States; and, third, officers 
of the Volunteer forces: Provided, That officers of the Regular 
Army holding commissions in the Organized Militia in the 
service of the United States or in the Volunteer forces shall 
rank and have precedence under said commissions as if they 
were commissions in the Regular Army; but the rank of 
officers of the Regular Army under their commissions in the 
Organized Militia shall not, for the purposes of this article, 
be held to antedate muster into the service of the United 
States. 

‘*Art. 119.°Command when different corps or commands 
happen to join—When different corps or commands of the 
military forces of the United States happen to join or do 
duty tovether, the officer highest in rank of the line of the 
Regular Army, Marine Corps, Organized Militia, or Volun- 
teers, there on duty, shall, subject to the provisions of the 
preceding article, command the whole and give orders for 
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what is needful in the Service, unless otherwise directed by 
the President.’’

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LESSONS OF THE TITANIC’S LOSS. 


One of the most useful and impressive lessons from 
the loss of the giant White Star liner Titanic, with her 
frightful death roll of 1,635 souls, should be the great 
and unmistakable value of the life raft, composed of 
cylinders, on top of which is a wooden slat platform, 
with life ropes on each side, which can be grasped from 
the water. They have a place to stow the oars, etc., and 
can easily be tossed overboard, without the aid of tackle 
if necessary, and by inexperienced persons. There is no 
swamping of these rafts, and when boats are overturned 
or smashed in launching, or cannot all be launched, the 
life raft offers all the chances in the world. 

Rafts, when about twenty-five feet long, can be stowed 
so easily in different parts of the ship and on different 
decks that it is almost inconceivable that a plentiful 
supply of these simple appliances should not have been 
demanded not only in foreign laws, but in our own. 

Stringent laws should not only be enforced as to life 
rafts and boats, but also as to having a sufficient number 
of able seamen to man them. By the testimony of 
several officers of the Titanic it appears that with a crew 
of 940 men some of the boats were sent away from 
the ship in most cases without seamen capable of 
handling an oar, and in another case without any boat’s 
crew at all. In other words, there were not four com- 
petent seamen to man each of the sixteen boats in a 
“alm sea, Where were the seamen? If there was a 
station bill aboard, with each boat’s crew assigned, why 
did not the men instantly report to their respective boats 
on the order to man the same? A well trained crew of 
seamen would have done so instantly. Had the so-called 
seamen ever had any boat drill? Certain steamship 
companies, it is charged, while supplying luxuries, have 
been paring down expenses in the seaman branch of 
the ships complement. As a well informed officer told 
us, “Some passenger steamers are improperly manned 
in the seaman branch. They hire a lot of cheap men 
who are not seamen, the claim being that real seamen 
outside the officers are no longer needed. These cheap 
men are rated as seamen, and in the opinion of the 
owners are needed only to swab decks, clean paint and 
brass work. Ability as seamen is not considered.” 

We believe a great improvement could be made in the 

launching of lifeboats by getting a better appliance than 
the old-fashioned davits, with a block and fall at each 
end of the boat, which, if poorly manned, results in 
swamping the boat or smashing it, or in not launching 
it at all. Why could not cranes be used like those on 
men-of-war, that could either: be worked by hand or 
electricity? These cranes hoist and lower boats with one 
set of block pulleys with wire rope, the boat being sus- 
pended in a sling. Under this system there is no danger 
of the head or the stern of a boat being dropped acci- 
dentally in launching, as with the davits. Another 
advantage of the crane is that its arm, extending farther 
out in the water than the davit, it is easier to launch a 
boat from the high side of the ship when she has a list. 
_ Another improvement which should be added to the 
life-saving equipment is a steam or gasoline propelled 
pinnace, capable of towing the lifeboats tandem fashion 
in case no help was near. There should also be auxiliary 
engines for pumps and dynamos on an upper deck. These 
could well take the place given up to such luxuries as 
swimming tank, theater, tennis court, ete. 

Not a few men familiar with the perils of navigation 
believe that the merchant marine, especially in the case 
of the great passenger ships, could learn a valuable 
lesson from the large use that warships make of search- 
lights when in a zone of danger. It is the practice on 
battleships when in a dangerous part of the ocean at 
night to use the searchlights “for all they are worth,” 
W hile much is made, and rightly, of the necessity of a 
Federal law compelling all steamships to carry sufficient 
lifeboats, it may be equally advisable to force all liners 
to carry adequate searchlights. The power of search- 
lights was shown by the ships of Admiral Sampson’s 
fleet that blockaded Santiago in the Spanish War. As 
soon as the fleet got its lights working well—about June 
10—Admiral Cervera on June 11 wrote to General 
Linares, of the Spanish land forces, that he could not 
make an attempt to escape at night as long as the forts 
allowed the American ships to approach so close to the 
harbor. General Linares the same day replied that to 
prevent the ships from illuminating the harbor entrance 
it would be necessary to add to their regular distance 
from shore at night the distance of Santiago from the 
coast, as, he said, “the rays from the American ships 
are clearly seen over the city every night.” Taking 
the regular distance of Sampson’s ships in the night 
blockade as about two miles at the minimum it was 
necessary for them, then, to be more than six miles from 
the harbor entrance — their searchlights would fail 
to light up the entrfince. Assuming that Linares was 
over-fearful, and cutting his estimate in half, we still 
have the searchlights effective at a distance of three 
miles. An exhaustive discussion of the value of search- 
lights in blockading is found in Admiral Chadwick’s 
recently published book on the Spanish War (published 
by Scribners), volume 1, chapter XV., and to this we 
would direct the attention of our maritime companies, 
with the suggestion that all this took place fourteen 
years ago, and that since then the searchlight has been 
much improved. 

The need of more lifeboats on passenger ships, made 
so terribly clear by the loss of life on the Titanic, was 
also shown in the disaster to the Republic, when 
the Baltic went to her rescue. Though certificated 
to carry 2,411 persons, passengers and crew, her 
life craft capacity covered only 1,372 persons, so that 
1,039 persons would have had to be left to their 
fate as happened to those who stayed on the Titanic after 
the women and children put off in the boats. In com- 
menting on this shortage of life boats, the manager of 
the company operating the Baltic made the following 
astounding statement in the New York Herald of Jan. 
27, 1909: “Tt is well known that it is impossible for a 
steamship in passenger service to carry enough life boats 
to accommodate all hands at once. If this were done, so 
much space would be utilized for life boats that there 
would be no room on deck for the passengers. The 
necessary number of life boats would be carried at the 
cost of many of the present comforts of our patrons.” 
This appears to be a bald, flat, uncompromising assertion 
that the lives of the ship’s human load will be sacrificed 
for the sake of luxury. Even in the days of luxury-loving 
Rome before her fall, it is doubtful whether there was any 
blunter appeal to ‘the material side of life. One of the 
astonishing things about such a statement is that the 
public took no particular heed of such an indifferent 
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attitude toward human life. Although in England, the 
greatest maritime nation, and the world over, this state 
of things on ships was known to exist, little if any atten- 
tion was paid to it in the halls of legislation. With 
the added lesson of the Titanic there is no doubt that this 
indiflerence to risk will cease. pieihe 

Basing his views on the earlier reports that the Titanic 
had lost her bow in her collision with an iceberg, Naval 
Constr. David W. Taylor, U.S.N., discussed the question 
of marine disasters. Some of the conditions he discusses 
do not appear by later reports to have existed in the 
Titanic’s case, but are of general interest. Constructor 
Traylor is recognized as an expert marine architect, not 
only in this country, but abroad. He was one of the 
experts called to testify in Iondon in the case of the 
Olympic, sister ship of the Titanic, when the former 
collided with the British cruiser Hawke. 

“If merchant ships were submitted to the test that 
those of the Navy are human life would be ver, much 
better safeguarded, Constructor Taylor said. “If bulk- 
heads are made strong enough and tight enough the 
entire prow may be cut off by an iceberg and still the 
ship will float. Look at the destroyer Warrington. She 
had her stern cut square off in a gale by a schooner and 
she was a mere tin can of a boat, but she came home 
all right minus her tail. The tests we give every ship 
in the Navy tell the story. The compartments are filled 
above the water line to determine whether they are tight. 
The fighting ship must have every protection science can 
provide to keep her afloat. She may be shot through 
and through, but still be sound in her vitals, and if she 
can float she can deliver all the fight that is in her. The 
bulkheads may be the thing that will win a battle. I 
know of no private shipyard that applies the tests that 
we do in the navy vards and in private yards where our 
battleships are under the inspection of naval officers.” 

Mr. Lewis Nixon, who built the battleship Oregon 
and was formerly in the Construction Corps of the U.S. 
Navy, believes that the absence of sailors of the old type 
adds a complication to the question of safe-guarding 
passengers. The men who know how to handle life boats 
are noz as numerous or expert now as were the men of 
the sailing ship days. The dangers in the handling of 
crowded small boats was shown a few months ago when 
in the Hudson River at New York a score of bluejackets 
of the U.S.S. New Hampshire were drowned when the 
barge in which they were being towed out to the battle- 
ship was swamped by a wave in the darkness. Mr. 
Nixon believes the life boats on ships should be equipped 
with engines like the boats of the life saving service, and 
he also favors having huge rafts on liners that would 
accommodate hundreds of passengers if necessary, with 
a capacity of supporting 125 tons. One great advantage 
of a raft is that it can be tossed into the water at once 
and will afford a clinging place to people struggling in 
the water. If one-half the zeal that is given to arouse 
protests against wars that may never occur were de- 
voted to the cause of safeguarding human life in time of 
peace, such catastrophes as that of the Titanic would not 
be added to the ghastly roll of the “slaughters of peace,” 
and inspire one thus to paraphrase Longfellow’s indict- 
ment of war: 

If half the millions spent on peace delusion 

Were given to saving life in time of peace, 
And sounder rules replaced the laws’ confusion, 
Perhaps commercial slaughters then would cease. 

Mr. Marston Niles, a graduate of the Naval Academy 
and formerly an officer of the Navy, who is now a resi- 
dent of Topham, Me., writes to the Portland Daily Press 
of April 19 giving his views on the loss of the Titanic. 
In his letter Mr. Niles says: “Watertight compartments 
ought to be put where they are not in the way, and 
where they will come into play or use as fast as they are 
needed and as many of them as are needed. The only 
way of doing this is by making them out of very low 
mezzanine decks—one of these decks to be just beneath 
each regular deck above the water; leaving a space of 
from two to four feet in height and reaching from bow 
to stern and from the port side to the starboard side, 
wherever machinery, hatchways, etc., are not absolutely 
in the way. Each of these should be subdivided into a 
good many portions, and each subdivision should be filled 
in part with watertight receptacles of air, made out of 
some cheap yielding substance which no possible distor- 
tion of the ship’s figure could make leak water. The 
faster und the further such a ship sinks the more quickly 
does it become certain that she cannot by any possibility 
sink below the surface.”

HOW TO BUILD AN UNSINKABLE VESSEL. 


How ample has been the warning the managers of our 
ocean liners received as to the folly of trusting to the 
assumed unsinkable character of their vessels is shown 
not only by the articles referred to in our issue of last 
week, but one of an earlier date appearing twenty-three 
years ago in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of June 1, 
1889. Its author was Mr. Valdemar F. Lassie, a civil 
engineer who was associated with John Ericsson at the 
time of his death and for many years before. In this 
article Mr. Lassie said: 

“The question now is will a vessel provided with a 
longitudinal bulkhead, having one side crushed in and 
the other intact, be safer than the ordinary vessel with 
only athwartship bulkheads; she may have sufficient 
buoyancy left even with three or four compartments 
filled on one side, but if her stability should become 
exhausted the first roll would probably end her career, 
and the likelihood of rescuing passengers and crew be 
even less than in the ordinary vessel, which would have 
settled down bodily, giving some time to lower away 
boats and rafts. 

“The occurrence of having nearly the whole side of 
the vessel crushed or ripped open by collision with 
another vessel or an iceberg is by no means improbable, 
and the introduction of a longitudinal bulkhead in the 
center line of the vessels would in such case rather be 
an additional source of danger than a _ safeguard, as 
stability may vanish far more suddenly than buoyancy, 
thereby helping to accelerate the impending catastrophe. 
Longitudinal. bulkheads as a safeguard are invaluable, 
if a number of them are introduced, as they insure 
stability as well as buoyancy, and no vessel can be made 
really safe without them; but their introduction would 
tend to reduce the size of the compartments to such a 
degree that no adequate space would be left to contain 
engines or boilers. It is the retention of these in the 
hold of ocean passenger steamers that precludes the 
possibility of a safe subdivision, and so long as they are 
retained such vessels will be liable to be sunk. 

“The tendency to increase the carrving capacity of 
passengers on fast ocean steamers, making each a minia- 
ture city in population, demands that the perils of sink- 
ing and burning should be reduced to a minimum, and 
to do this engines and boilers must be banished from 
the hold. The practice of carrying passengers and cargo 
in the same vessel should also be given up and the two 
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branches separated, as has long been the case on our 
railroads, All risk of burning can be obviated by dis- 
pensiug with the use of wood in any shape, whether in 
decks, cabin, etc., substituting incombustible fittings and 
metallic ornamentation. : ‘ , 
“By developing the principle of subdivision in ships 
to its fullest extent, a non-cargo carrying passenger 
steamer may be made unsinkable. The lower hull of 
such a vessel should be an entirely separate cellular 
structure, subdivided into numerous airtight compart- 
ments, forming a float to extend some six or eight feet 
above the surface of the water, thereby puns ample 
reserve buoyancy even if a great number of cells should 
be pierced at the same time. This cellular structure 
should be capped by a strong iron deck, upon which 
would be placed engines and boilers, as well as the coal, 
stores, ete., all above water and protected by super- 


+ structures forming cabins, staterooms and saloons for 


the accommodation of passengers. This arrangement 
would gain two most decided advantages not possessed 
in the usual ocean steamer, namely, an almost in- 
destructible lower bull and the certain use under all 
circumstances of the immense steam power, whether for 
propelling the vessel or expelling the water from 
damaged compartments by compressed air. The impor- 
tance of placing engines and boilers above the water 
line is paramount, innumerable disasters having happened 
to steamers for the reason of having the fires under the 
cr vt extinguished at the very moment they were most 
needed. 

“It will be understood that the only unavoidable open- 
ings in the submerged hull are those for the sweep of 
the long connecting rods, as well as crank pits and shaft 
tunnels, and that the subdivision can be carried to any 
extent, limited only to consideration of the weight of the 
material. The stability of a structure carrying all its 
weights above water might seem insufficient at a first 
glance, but in practice the solution of the problem lies 
simply in so proportioning the lower hull that the meta- 
centric height would be ample to insure sufficient 
righting power. 

“The increase of motive power necessary to drive such 
a broad vessel at a speed equal to that of the deep and 
narrow ocean racer need not be excessive, taking into 
consideration that no cargo is being carried and that 
the draft of the vessel will always remain nearly 
stationary. Assuming it to be possible to construct a 
passenger steamer almost indestructible and absolutely 
fireproof, it simply remains to be ascertained what the 
real value of such increased security is to the average 
ocean traveler. It is, therefore, for the public to decide 
whether the two greatest terrors connected with trans- 
Atlantic voyages, viz., drowning and burning, shall be 
obliterated, and whether it is worth their while to pay 
for it. Owners and companies have nothing to do with 
it. 


STEAMER LANES AND THE ICE DRIFT. 


It is the duty of the Hydrographic Office of the Navy 
Department, under the law, to furnish to navigators 
generally information which will tend to improve the 
means of navigating vessels safely. In carrying out this 
duty it keeps in touch with the ice movements in the 
North Atlantic and publishes news thereof immediately 
upon its receipt. That it may efficiently handle this 
subject it has for years collected, published and made a 
study of ice conditions in the North Atlantic. 

As early as 1855 Lieut. Matthew Fontaine Maury, 
the brilliant young officer of the Navy, while in charge 
of the depot of charts and instruments, reasoned out and 
laid down on one of his famous Wind and Current Charts 
a set of steamer lanes, and those were adopted by many 
vessels. Up to 1891 there was no formal agreement to 
follow the lanes. In that year five companies, the Cunard, 
Guion, Inman, National and White Star companies, 
agreed to follow definite lanes, such as had been advo- 
cated by Lieutenant Maury and published subsequently 
on the monthly Pilot Chart. With slight modifications 
these lanes were accepted formally by all the steamship 
companies concerned in November, 1898, the chief modifi- 
cations being that the change to a more southerly route 
be made in January and continue until August, to avoid 
the region of greatest danger from ice and fog during the 
spring and early summer. In 1855 the merchants and 
underwriters of New York presented Lieutenant Maury 
with a handsome service of silver and a purse of $5,000 
in recognition of his services. To avoid collision with 
each other the east and west bound steamers keep about 
fifty miles apart where danger from ice and fog is 
greatest. This has another advantage in that fishermen, 
tramp steamers and any other craft likely to frequent 
these regions know definitely along what track the py coool 
liners are passing. It is a question whether the lanes 
should not be set still farther to the southward, especially 
during a season of much Arctic ice. 

The huge ice sheet covering Greenland constitutes an 
enormous glacier, which slowly pushes down into the 
sea through the deep fiords of the west coast. As the 
ends of the glaciers are forced out into the water they 
break off and become icebergs. These bergs are not as 
large as those of the southern hemisphere, but there are 
more of them. The greater numbers are set free during 
the summer, and thousands are thus liberated on the 
west coast of Greenland every year. Instances are on 
record of icebergs having proceeded as far south in mid- 
ocean as the latitude of Jacksonville, Fla., and near the 
United States coast the Arctic ice has traveled down to 
a point south of Cape Hatteras. This could not occur 
unless there were a strong flow of polar water south- 
ward. Fortunately for shipping, only a small part of 
the ice liberated in the Arctic comes down as far as the 
trans-Atlantic routes. The origin of field ice differs from 
that of the berg in that it is formed upon the surface 
of the sea itself. It is often from twelve to fifteen feet 
in thickness and hundreds of feet in length. Reference 
to the Pilot Chart for April. published by the Hydro- 
graphic Office. shows that the lane for the spring months 
is the one along which the Titanic was moving. Whether 
she should have diverged to the southward upon being 
informed that ice had been sighted along the accepted 
routes is another question. 

_ The fall of the temperature of the sea water is some- 
times a sign of the proximity of ice, although in regions 
where there is an intermixture of cold and warm cur- 
rents going on, as at the junction of the Tabrador 
Current and the Gulf Stream, the temperature of the sea 
has been known to rise as the ice is approached. Within 
the month a distinguished professor of physics at McGill 
University, Montreal. Dr. H. T. Barnes, opened corre- 
spondence with the Hydrographic Office regarding a dis- 
covery of his wherebv he detects changes of temperature 
in sea water to one-thousandth of a degree. His micro- 
thermometer is a modification of the electrical resistance 
thermometer and operates_on the same principle. By 
its means on board the Canadian government steamer 





Stanley in the summer of 1910, during a trip to Hudson 
Bay, experiments were made which encouraged the hope 
that his system, when perfected, will detect not only the 
proximity of ice, but also the approach to land and shoal 
water. 





AGAINST CAVALRY REDUCTION. 


Quoting from General Wilson’s letter in the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL of March 16 to show the necessity 
of more not less Cavalry, Capt. Harry O. Williard, 5th 
U.S. Cav., stationed at Schofield Barracks, H.1., wrote 
a caustic reply to a bumptious editorial in the Phila- 
delphia Saturday Evening Post, in which the statement 
was made that the need of cavalry is fast diminishing, 
that cavalry played little or no part in the Russo- 
Japanese war, and that with the telegraph, telephone, 
wireless, automobile and airships the value of cavalry 
will soon reach the vanishing point. Genéral Wilson, it 
will be recalled, asserted that in the modern army instead 
of less there should be more cavalry, that modern inven- 
tions and new methods of communicating intelligence 
have increased rather than decreased the importance of 
cavalry. In fact, the noted Civil War Cavalry leader 
said that “in a properly organized modern army the 
proportion of cavalry to infantry should be as one to one, 


or, better yet, two to one, and that an army of 15,000, 
or one corps, of infantry and 30,000, or two corps, of 
cavalry could defeat any sixty or seventy-five thousand 
infantry in the world in a fair theater with no favor.” 
Captain Williard pertinently asks why the nation should 
economize in that branch of the Army that is one of the 
most difficult to raise and keep at a high state of efficiency 
because of the necessity of combining the horse and 
the rider into one effective fighting machine. The large 
part the horse itself plays in building up cavalry is 
shown by the present agitation in this country to bring 
about the development of an efficient Army mount and 
by the alarm manifested over the disappearance of the 
cavalry type of horse from the United States. Captain 
Williard very aptly calls attention to the inability of 
the British to put down the Boers until they managed 
to obtain the necessary horses, the inference being strong 
that if they had been unable to obtain cavalry horses 
they would never have conquered the hard-fighting 
burghers of South Africa. 

Captain Williard points out that the claim of the 
advocates of Cavalry reduction that that arm is “too 
large in proportion to the rest of the Army” would be 
true were our Army considered in the light of a field 
force. In fact, however, it is still the old familiar 
skeleton Army which is to be filled in or out when war 
comes by the “aroused masses of patriotic citizens.” 
The breezy way in which civilians pass judgment upon 
the needs of the Army is almost if not quite impertinent, 
considering that the science of war is one of the most 
difficult and profound studies in the whole range of 
human endeavor. Although the consensus of opinion 
among the Army experts is that the Cavalry should not 
be reduced, civilian editors with no acquaintance with 
history from a military viewpoint cordially approve the 
decision of a partisan majority, as if it were the last 
word in military exegesis, and engender the suspicion 
that they would as cheerfully indorse a proposition to 
abolish the Army entirely provided it had the imprimatur 
of some party committee determined to throw dust in 
the eyes of the people and make them believe that it 
sought economy where really it planned the most 
dangerously expensive policy of retrenchment the nation 
can enter upon. Captain Williard explains that the 
reason cavalry cut so small a figure in both armies in 
the Manchurian war was that Japan and Russia had 
neglected in time of peace to develop that arm of the 
service. Extemporizing a cavalry force in time of actual 
war is one of the most difficult tasks that a country can 
face, and both the Muscovite and the Japanese failed 
miserably. According to the latest reports, the Japanese, 
far from believing that the last war proved the futility 
of cavalry, have determined to create not fewer than 
eight divisions of cavalry in the course of the impending 
reorganization of their army. Foreign observers with 
both armies have repeatedly said, we are told, that one 
of the reasons the Japanese failed to destroy the Russian 
armies after the great battles of Liao-vang and Mukden 
was that they did not have the cavalry necessary for 
that purpose. In each case the Russians, though beaten, 
fell back, ready to battle again, and steadily drawing 
the Japanese farther and farther away from their base 
of supplies, just as Napoleon was lured to his destruc- 
tion in the Moscow campaign. 


ARMY HEADS ON ARMY NEEDS. 


Using as his basic proposition the assertion that we 
have never recognized in a practical way that fighting 
is the ultimate purpose of an army, Brig. Gen. Robert 
K. Evans, U.S.A., Chief of the Division of Militia Affairs, 
in the sixth essay in the Independent series on “What 
Is the Matter with Our Army?’ shows how much is lost 
and how little gained by keeping that idea in the back- 
ground and because of its unpleasantness proceeding as 
if the fact did not exist. We have almost wholly 
neglected development of the Army as a fighting weapon, 
and have been content with shaping it to meet ordinary 
emergencies as they arise. Most of us, he very properly 
says, have difficulty in conceiving the employment of 
our Army in offensive duty. It sounds too militant and 
seems opposed to the American principle of non-interfer- 
ence. The use of our Army offensively abroad seems for 
the moment so improbable as to be unworthy of con- 
sideration. Yet this is the only way we have used any 
considerable part of it actively in a military sense for 
nearly a quarter of a_century. We have thus used it 
in the Philippines and twice in Cuba, General Evans 
says. 

Under existing conditions our Army cannot be used 
efficiently by itself as a defensive force in time of in- 
vasion. It cannot be mobilized by itself in anything like 
its actual strength for use as an expeditionary force 
abroad. It has no organization of its own as an army, 
and so can serve in no way as a model for the organiza- 
tion of the Militia. As a consequence, on the principle 
of “like father. like son,” we find every deficiency of 
organization, training and equipment of the Regular 
Army duplicated and emphasized in the National Guard. 
The same deficiencies would be multiplied indefinitely in 
anv volunteer force we should attempt to raise. 

Our three primary military needs to-day are: Organi- 
zation, a svstem of reserves, and a general recruiting 
law. This law should be able to enforce military service 
in time of war. Instead of such a law being hostile to 
the spirit of our institutions, it is entirely in harmony 
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with it—equal rights and obligations for all; while it 
should usefully supplement voluntary service or supplant 
it only when the latter’s failure is self-evident. The 
states have already set the example in the matter of such 
alaw. Thirty-four states can now by law summon theif 
citizens to serve in the Militia if need be and enforce 
the summons through the courts; but the National 
Government cannot demand enforcement of these laws 
by the states, even in the emergency of war. They 
remain state rights to be operative or not at the pleasure 
of the states themselves. Such a law enacted by Congress 
after the example of these states ‘would not mean mili- 
tarism; it would be democracy in the ultimate.” A 
recruiting law dividing the United States into districts 
coinciding with the judicial districts of the country and 
authorizing U.S. marshals, when in war voluntary enlist- 
ments fail, to empanel recruits as they now empanel for 
jury duty would meet the necessities of the case. A 
reserve system is no more un-American than are armies 
themselves; it is merely new to our habit of thought. 

In case of war without reserves we can make use of 
our organized forces in only two ways. They may be 
rushed to the front as they are, mere skeletons, or they 
may be filled up with undisciplined and untrained men. 
“Hither course would leave us in a state of complete 
military inefficiency.” Without a reserve this condition 
can be avoided only by keeping organizations of the 
Army or National Guard at their full strength at all 
times, and this would prove too costly to be considered 
as practicable, and with the Militia would probably 
prove impossible. The introduction of a reserve system 
into our Army would probably lead to the localization 
of the Regular troops, ‘‘which is much to be desired for 
many reasons, military and economic.” The necessity 
of sending our Regulars to threatened points to resist 
an invasion while the National Guard was being 
mobilized demands that the mobile Army be organized 
as an army, regardless of its strength. rganization in 
this sense means merely the division of each force into 
military units of uniform strength and composition, each 
such unit being a complete army on a small scale. ‘‘We 
have no such units in any part of our military system at 
present. Unorganized military forces are but the raw 
material of armies. The raw material has satisfied our 
needs in peace, but only with the finished product can 
we hope to meet the demands of a modern war.” 

Summarized in a rough way the essential steps in 
Army reform or expansion are: A larger Army; a term 
of actual service just long enough for good —* and 
a term of reserve service in which men would be liable 
to be called to the colors in case of need; a national 
recruiting law, and “machinery to bring Congress into 
closer touch with military problems.” The last is the 
suggestion of Secretary Stimson in his paper closing the 
series in the Independent. He believes that the provid- 
ing of this machinery for enlightening Congress is to be 
found in the bill now before the House to establish a 
Council of National Defense, which would contain repre- 
sentatives of both houses of Congress and the heads, both 
civil and military, of the War and Navy Departments. 
Since every stage in the progress toward better and more 
intelligent military provisions must wait upon the action 
of Congress, it is evident that in suggesting this 
“illuminating machinery,’ if we may so designate it, 
Mr. Stimson has touched the sore spot in our whole 
military system. ‘‘Educate Congress” is a good slogan for 
all Army reformers, for once the members of both houses 
think right on Army matters they will act right. That 
the Secretary of War realizes the importance of thus 
shaping Congressional thought is shown by his paper.

MAJOR ARCHIBALD W. BUTT. 


Major Archibald W. Butt, Q.M. Dept., who lost his 
life in the sinking of the Titanic, was the subject of a 
heartfelt personal tribute from President Taft. In a 
statement given out on April 19 the President said: 

“Major Archie Butt was my military aid. He was 
like a member of my family, and I feel his loss as if he 
had been a younger brother. The chief traits of his 
character were loyalty to his ideal, his cloth and his 
friends. His character was a simple one in the sense 
that he was incapable of intrigue or insincerity. He was 
gentle and considerate to everyone, high and low. He 
never lost under any conditions his sense of proper regard 
to what he considered the respect due to constituted 
authorities. 

“He was an earnest member of the Episcopal Church 
and loved that communion. He was a soldier every inch 
of him, a most competent and successful quartermaster 
and a devotee of his profession. 

“After I heard that part of the ship’s company _had 
gone down I gave up hope for the rescue of Major Butt 
unless by accident. I knew that he would certainly stay 
on the ship’s deck until every duty had been performed 
and every sacrifice made that properly fell on one 
charged, as he would feel himself charged, with responsi- 
bility for the rescue of others. 

“He leaves the widest circle of friends whose memory 
of him, is sweet in every particular.” 

naga of the Navy Meyer paid the following 
tribute: 

“There is a universal feeling of sorrow in Washington 
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on account of the untimely death of Major Butt due to 
his loyal devotion to the President and the sterling 
qualities demonstrated in the discharge of his duties, 
which have endeared him to those who came in contact 
with him.” 

The tribute of Secretary of War Stimson was as 
follows: 

“I have felt a very warm personal attachment for 
Major Butt and have been greatly distressed by the news 
of his death. Kveryone who knew him has felt confident 
from the beginning that he would be shown to have acted 
with the courageous self-devotion that the despatches 
this morning have now revealed.” 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, paid high tribute to Major 
Archibald Butt: 

“I have known Major Butt from his early manhood, 
and he was one of the sweetest of characters and the 
most loyal of friends. I doubt if there was a man in 
the United States who had more friends than he—friends 
who will most sincerely mourn his loss. To me personally 
he was one of the best friends I had, and his loss is 
almost that of a brother. He was a very rare and unique 
character, and we shall rarely see his like again.” 

Capt. Frank R. McCoy, U.S.A., made public on April 
20 a telegram from Colonel Roosevelt, dated Lincoln, 
Neb., which read: “Am deeply shocked and grieved about 
poor Archie Butt.” A flood of messages of condolence 
came to the White House. J 

The Masonic orders of Washington have set aside 
Sunday, May 5, for memorial services to the memory of 
re Butt. President Taft accepted an invitation to 
attend. 

The War Department will not officially recognize the 
death of Major Butt until after a period of thirty days, 
when his name will officially be stricken from the Army 
list, his death will be published to the Service, his pay 
will be stopped and a senior captain in the Quarter- 
master’s Department will be promoted to the vacancy 
in the list of majors. : 

Major Butt was promoted from captain on March 3, 
1911, and the vacancy will be filled by the promotion 
of Capt. Ralph Harrison (Cav.), Q.M. Dept. When 
Major Butt went on leave six weeks ago Ist Lieut. 
Charles E. Rockwell, Corps of Engrs., was detailed by 
President 'Taft temporarily to take his place. Lieutenant 
Rockwell will continue to act until an officer is perma- 
nently selected for this place. 

Major Butt was educated at the University of the 
South, Sewanee, Tenn., and about twenty of his class- 
mates, residents of New York and vicinity, attended a 
memorial service at St. Mark’s Church, Second avenue 
and Tenth street. The holy communion service, a part 
of the memorial one, was especially for persons who 
knew the Major. Seventy-one came forward to receive. 
The rector of St. Mark’s, the Rev. W. N. Guthrie, was 
a classmate and preached the sermon. The President 
attended services at St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, Wash- 
ington, which were held as a memorial to Major Butt, 
his aid, at nine o’clock. The Secretary of the Treasury, 
the Secretary of War and a number of diplomats and 
distinguished public officials also were there to do honor 
to the memory of the dead soldier. The Archibald Butt 
Memorial Association was formed at Augusta, Ga., April 
22, and subscriptions will be received from all over the 
country for the erection of a monument in Augusta to 
President Taft’s military aid who went down with the 
Titanic. A memorial service to Major Butt will be held 
at the University of Sewanee Sunday, April 28. 





HEALTH OF NAVY MEN. 


The following official communication from Rear Ad- 
miral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., dated U.S.S. Nebraska, 
Southern Drill Ground, April 4, 1912, to the Secretary 
of the Navy, shows how very small a percentage of men 
suffered any ill effects by reason of exposure during the 
Maine memorial parade. Rear Admiral Fiske says: 

“1. Having been grand marshal of the memorial parade 
on March 23, 1912, on which occasion nearly 2,1 
sailors, soldiers and marines were subjected to very 
trying exposure, I wrote to the commanding officers of 
the ships and barracks from whence thes men came, 
inquiring how many men came from each ship or bar- 
racks, how many were taken ill, and how many con- 
tracted pneumonia or other serious illness by reason of 
that exposure.

WAR AN INSTRUMENT OF CIVILIZATION. 


A work that is creating something of a sensation in 
Germany and England is “Germany and the Next War,” 
by Gen. Frederick von Bernhardi, a well known cavalry 
officer and writer on strategical and tactical subjects. 
He considers war the best expression of the civilization 
of a modern nation and strikes hard at the idea of 
universal peace, which, he thinks, is doing immeasurable 
harm not only in his native land, but throughout the 
world. He has considerable to say, too, about the United 
States; most of it is by no means complimentary. Our 
agitation in favor of peace, all our efforts for the further- 
ance of the work of The Hague Peace Tribunal, General 
Bernhardi brands as subterfuges under cover of which 


we hope to become the predominant Power in the New 
World and proceed unhampered toward the real goal of 
our lives—money making. “During a long succession of 
peaceful years,” says General von Bernhardi, “small and 
selfish aims: push their way to the front—self-interest 
and intrigue spread right and left, and idealism is pushed 
aside by the pursuit of material advantages. oney 
acquires excessive and unjustified importance. War, in 
contrast to peace, is the greatest augmenter of power 





and awakener of life known to the history of man. Of 
course, it brings miseries in its train, but it also calis 
forth the noblest in human nature, especially under 
present-day conditions, when war is looked upon not as 
something concerning ony ge ges and governments, 
but as a manifestation of the will of an entire people. 
The statecraft of a great nation has clearly defined 
objects to attain. Naturally, as long as possible, it 
should strive to attain these by peaceful means. But not 
only must that nation be convinced that in great, deci- 
sive questions, which have a powerful influence on the 
collective development of a people, the call to arms is a 
holy right of the State, but it must also keep this con- 
viction alive in the consciousness of the people. The 
necessity, the idealism and the blessings of war must be 
emphasized as a law alike indispensable and to be de- 
manded.” 

Says Corra Harris in “The Recording Angel”: 
“ * * * The Universal Peace Movement. y Pome 
I do not see how it can succeed without resulting in 
those bed sores peculiar to a too peaceful civilization 
and which only the cauterization of war eliminates. 
* * * Peace is a much bigger thing than can be had 
by merely breaching cannons and disbanding armies. It 
is more an internal and eternal question of a fair deal 
between man and man.”

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


In “The Guardian” (Small, Maynard and Company, 
Boston) Frederick Orin Bartlett describes the love of 
two brothers for one girl and the devotion of the older 
brother to the younger when he finds the girl loves the 
latter. The novel deals with life in the lumber camps 
and has much of the great woods breathing through it. 
The rugged character of the giants of the forest—the 
men, not the trees—is portrayed with a strength that 
will make this book seem to his admirers the best of 
the stories yet written by Mr. Bartlett, despite the rather 
sordid end of one of the main characters of the romance, 
of whom better things might have been expected in view 
of the many wholesome influences shed around him. 

Two new volumes in the “Everyman's Library” have 
appeared from the press of E. P. Dutton and Company, 
New York. One is an “Atlas of Ancient and Classica 
Geography” and the other a “Literary and Historical 
Atlas of America.” The latter will be found especially 
interesting to military men, as it gives plans of the 
principal battles of the Revolution. The arrangement 
of forts and batteries at West Point in 1780 is also 
presented. Maps of the battle of Quebec in 1759 and 
the taking of Tort Royal in 1613 explain the location 
of the contending forces. Colored maps of North 
America and South America show the changes in the 
possessions of foreign Powers at different periods. A 
gazetteer of towns and places in the two Americas 
condenses in tabloid form the history of each, and makes 
a very convenient table for reference. The ancient atlas 
is a desirable companion to have at elbow when one is 
delving into the literature of the days of the “glory that 
was Greece and the grandeur that was Rome.” No true 
student of history can fail to realize how much the true 
reading of history depends upon a close knowledge of 
the scenes amid which it passed. For example, to read 
Grote’s “Greece” or Gibbons’s “Decline and Fall of 
the Roman Empire” without an atlas of ancient and 
classical geography is like exploring the Lake District 
of England or other historic regions without a map or 
guide; yet how many tourists do drift through Euro 
insufficiently equipped with maps or guidebooks. The 
ground covered by this library is indicated by the fact 
that already 561 volumes of it have been printed, with 
many additional titles in preparation. 

_Some cynic has said that outside the medical profes- 
sion there is no man nor woman who has not been made 
the victim _of at least one quack cure during his or her 
lifetime. If that is so there must be a few persons in 
the Army and Navy who have parted with their common 
sense long enough to realize how easily they could be 
fooled by quacks. Some have fallen victims once or 
twice and then stopped, while others, on the principle 
of sending good money after bad, have returned again 
and again to the “game.” in the hope of finally stumbling 
upon a cure that would salve their wounded pride and 
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bring them the physical balm that would repay all their 
loss of money and. self-respect. The medical fraud has 
found his prey in all climes, in all latitudes, for did not 
a@ certain Brooklyn doctor play upon the credulity of 
the — frost-fringed Eskimos with the delusive gum 
drop? Many persons will doubtless be surprised, even 
to the point of personal humiliation, on reading 
“Nostrums and Quackery,” a book just from the press 
of the American Medical Association, Chicago, for in it 
are listed patent medicines and “cures” that have been 
proved to be frauds. Among them will be found some 
remedies that have almost been dignified into a cult by 
the extensive advertising they have obtained through the 
daily newspapers. For days the names of these 
fraudulent medicines and cures stared at the public 
from the pages of reputable papers, until the American 
Medical Association through its detective laboratory 
tracked one down after another and brought against 
them the power of the law. The laboratory of the De- 
partment of Agriculture also exposed many of these 
“drugs.” By closing the U.S. mails to them much of 
the danger from these quacks has been averted, but new 
ones are springing up every day, ready to take advantage 
of that credulity of human nature which seems to be 
innate and which seems to find its easiest gratification 
in yielding to the allurements of medical impostors. 
One of the most important trials bearing on the subject 
of these rogues was recently held in San Francisco. A 
young man applied at a bogus medical institute. He 
was promptly found to be suffering from two diseases, 
and large sums were obtained from him. The San Fran- 
cisco Medical Society at once had the “institute” head 
arrested and without delay had the “patient” examined 
by a number of reputable physicians, who testified the 
youth did not have and never had had either of the two 
diseases. The impudence of some of these scamps is 
amazing. This book tells of frauds who to give an air 
of importance to their circulars established mythical 
colleges, such as the “Post-graduate College of Electro- 
therapeutics,” and appointed themselves to equally 
mythical chairs of “Radiotherapy,” ete. The pitiful 
gullibility of mankind is shown by the scrupulous care 
with which some victims follow the directions to keep 
in “a dark cool place” liquid medicine that has no more 
medicinal value than so much dishwater. Every scientific 
discovery that can be twisted into a cure is seized upon 
by this soulless fraternity, and the advent of radium into 
the world of chemistry opened wide the door to a stream 
of new remedies purporting to be based upon that 
mysterious agent. 

There is a glib pertness in some of the sentences of 
Reginald Wright Kauffman in his latest collection of 
short talks which have the Elbert Hubbard style of 
straining after the epigrammatic and the unusual. For 
instance, in the essay entitled, “My Country, Right or 
Wrong,” the author says: “We have too much patriotism 
in the United States. I mean the common or garden 
variety. Were you never in a theater when the orchestra 
played ‘Dixie’? There is always a storm of applause 
from a dozen youths under twenty-one, all born north 
of the Mason-Dixon line. And when the tune is “The 
Star-Spangled Banner’ at least a hundred persons will 
rise—persons that don’t know the words of this anthem 
and that won’t hesitate to cheat the Government by 
re-using a canceled two-cent postage stamp. * * * 
Independence is a denial of fact; it is shutting the eyes 
to the infrangible bonds that knit man to man and nation 
to nation. Liberty, on the contrary, rests on the truth 
that the welfare of all is the welfare of each.” All this 
seems very nice when placed on the high cold pedestal 
of sublimated thought, but when tossed into the caldron 
of daily struggle and daily strife it becomes a stench 
in the nostrils. The very political school in which Mr. 
Kauffman is trained would be among the first, we dare 
say, to protest if the United States should throw open 
its doors to Oriental immigration and permit the un- 
restricted immigration of Chinese coolies. What would 
become of his theory of “the welfare of all being the 
welfare of each” if ships were landing coolies at San 
Francisco and Seattle at the rate of ten thousand a 
month? How much would Kauffman’s life be worth if 
he should at that time go up and down the Pacific coast 
parading his theories of equality? A greater than he 
nearly two thousand years ago along the shores of 
Galilee preached the brotherhood of man, and denounced 
the people of His mother’s race because they taught 
that there could be a favorite people in the sight of the 
Universal Father. Yet after all these centuries how 
near we are to-day to a realization of that brotherhood, 
despite our means of steam and electric communication, 
which virtually annihilate time and distance, may be 
judged from a contemplation of the wars that have 
torn the earth in the last year and the conflicts that are 
now raging in various parts of the world. This volume, 
which bears the title of “The Way of Peace” and 
which appeals strongly to a class that can find intel- 
lectual stimulus in such expressions as “There are many 
things better than loyalty to family and race,” is pub- 
lished by Moffat, Yard and Company, New York. 

In Scribner’s Magazine for May forty-eight pages will 
be devoted to the subject of water and power in industry. 
It has been estimated by the Geological Survey that the 
available water power of the United States at minimum 
flow is approximately 36,000,000 horsepower, and that 
this can be increased five or six times by suitable storage 
facilities. A recent report states that 6,000,000 horse- 
power has been developed in the United States for elec- 
trical and other industrial purposes. These articles 
prophesy that the great primary energizing power of the 
future, after the present deposits of coal have been 
exhausted, will be water. Millions of horsepower are 
available, and the importance of conserving and regulat- 
ing the use of this power has been already made a serious 
problem by the Government.

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AFTER EFFECT OF ATHLETICS.

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I would like to crave the courtesy of a little space in 
your valued JOURNAL to say a word or two regarding 
my letter printed in the Journal of the American Medical 
Association under the title, “After Effects of Athletics.” 
The comments upon this letter, which appeared in your 
issue of April 6. may mislead some of your readers into 
the belief that I intended to speak disparagingly of the 
mag body of gentlemen who hold commissions in our 
Navy. 

Such was by no means my intention. I merely wished 
to emphasize the point that no argument regarding the 
ulterior effects of athletic exercises can be satisfactorily 
carried on unless we know the habits and methods of 
life of those concerning whom we wish to argue. And 
if you will refer again to the letter you will observe 
that it concludes with a plea that such an investigation 
should be undertaken to settle some of the moot points 
which are now troubling writers and thinkers in this 
field of human education and development. 

On another aspect of the letter I would like to enlarge 
a little, if you will kindly bear with me. You speak of 
John T.. Sullivan’s fine physique as though it were a 
natural gift, leaving us to infer, I take it, that you 
mean that men are born athletes, and do not become 
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such after arduous and prolonged training. I believe 
that the second condition is as necessary as the first 
in the making of an athlete, and certainly in many cases 
very creditable athletes have been turned out from most 
unpromising material, as E. G. Sandow, Barker, the 
Harvard strong man; Dr. Winship, of on, ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, etc. Most of those mentioned were 
consumptives, and took up bodily exercises and outdoor 
life to save themselves from this horrible disease. 

The body can be educated to do almost anything, 
Bad health, weakness and many deformities can be 
entirely eradicated by proper exercises, as everyune 
knows. Admitting that these statements are true, there 
is little exeuse for the prevalent bad health and weak 
and puny bodies from which the American people suffer. 
It is largely the fault of our methods of. education that 
there is so much sickness and suffering in the world. 
And a man is himself mainly responsible for the state of 
his health, When these facts are more generally 
acknowledged, and especially when they are taught to 
our school children, America will cease to be known as 
the dyspeptic nation, and the French will stop laughing 
at us as the people with the golden teeth.

THE FOUR-ARM SEMAPHORE. 


U.S. Naval Station, Olongapo, P.I., March 11, 1912. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have just read with great interest a letter from Rear 
Admiral Fiske in the JoURNAL of Jan. 27, 1912, regard- 
ing the four-arm semaphore signal system installed in 
the Kearsarge and other ships during Admiral Barker's 
time as commander-in-chief. A little experience of my 
own with that apparatus may be of interest. In August 
of 1902 or 1903, I do not now recall which, the Midship- 
men’s Practice Squadron had been participating in 
maneuvers off Bar Harbor and vicinity. As the end of 
August drew near we midshipmen were much disturbed 
by rumors that began to circulate to the effect that our 
September leave was to be held up until the end of the 
maneuvers. Just before sunset one night the Kearsarge 
sent a signal with her four-arm semaphore, directing 
the Training Squadron to leave the next morning for 
Annapolis. 

I remember “as though it were yesterday” the yell of 
delight that went up from the midshipmen on signal 
watch, and, what is more to the point of the present 
subject, the ease with which the rest of us, lining the 
rail and spelling every syllable aloud, could see those 
four arms waving against the sky, although the Kearsarge 
was at the time too far away for anything but the largest 
size wig-wag flag to have been seen by the naked eye. 
(And a man using a flag would have had to be well up 
clear of the ship, too, and outlined against the sky.) 

When I joined the Kearsarge later, in March, 1905, 
the four-arm apparatus was still in her, and I cannot 
recall that it ever needed any but the simplest attention 
or that it gave any trouble. After Admiral Barker left 
the fleet I do not remember that the apparatus was ever 
used, and, as Admiral Fiske says, no one apparently 
knows why, nor can anyone, I think, give a good reason 
for saying that the system is not an excellent one and 


worthy of further trial.

He held a royal commission after his submission 
to Charles II. in 1677, and his home was made the 
Garrison House in 1677. The Farleys from 1640 to 1825 
married: (1) Butler; (2) Moore; (3) Dunton; (4) 
Paige; (5) Wheeler; (6) Lewis; (7) Pearson. Benja- 
min Farley (4), born Aug. 28, 1708, served as lieutenant 
in the Royal Militia. E. Farley (5) with his father 
3. F. (4) paid the last tax to King George. John 
Farley (6), ‘the grandfather of the General (and of 
myself), received his commission as first lieutenant in 
the Regular Artillery in Boston in 1812, retiring as 
captain in 1837. While stationed in Detroit his son (my 
uncle), John Farley (7) received his appointment to the 
Military Academy from Michigan in 1819. Gen. Joseph 
r. Farley (8) received his appointment “at large” from 
President Franklin Pierce, of New Hampshire, a class- 
mate of my uncle’s, entering the Academy in 1857.

DOUBLE RANK AND THE CAVALRY. 
To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As the advantages of double rank are being thrust 
upon the Cavalry quite sharply of late, your readers may 
possibly be interested in the following, taken from “The 
Great Duke,” by W. H. Fitchett: 


“At the battle of Talavera Wellesley ordered Anson’s 
brigade of dragoons to charge the French. Colonel Elley 
led the 23d Light Dragoons, in line with the 1st German 
Hussars. The ground was level, but when within 150 
yards of the French squares Elley, riding in front of his 
regiment, discovered a ravine about fifteen feet broad 
and ten feet deep. He was well mounted and cleared 
the ravine safely. He threw up his hand to stop his 
charging squadrons, but the front rank was alrea y at 
the ravine. Some cleared it, but many tumbled-in, and 
the next line, coming at a gallop, was piled over them. 
Those who got over proceeded with the charge and some 
scrambled out of the ravine to join in the atteck against 
a greatly superior force. Out of 450 men of the 23d 
Light Dragoons, 207 were killed, wounded or inissing.”

‘The 
rb bit. recommended by the board has-been approved 
y the War Department with slight modifications. The 
War Department has decided that the flare of the upper 
branches should be less and the cross section of the lower 
pranches should be made slightly greater. The bit, the 
War Department decided, should be made in three sizes. 
he single curb chain as per model is approved, but the 
War Department decided that it should be of non-rusting 
material and should be secured to a ring of the upper 
branch by closed eurb chain hooks not shown in the 
model. The War Department suggests that both the 
length and breadth of the saddle blanket could be advan- 
tagcously shortened. Orders have been issued for 
the manufacture of a complete set of the new equipment, 
as modified, for two troops of Cavalry. 























































It has been definitely settled that the United States 
will be represented by a rifle team at the Olympic games 
at Stockholm, Sweden. All but $1,500 of the amount 
necessary to finance the team on April 25 had been sub- 
sribed, and from the way the subscriptions are now 
coming in this amount will undoubtedly be raised within 
Bthe next two weeks. Among the recent subscriptions 
which materially helped to bring this decision about was 
one of $250 from the New York State Rifle Association 
and $175 from the 1st Infantry, Missouri National 
Guard. ‘The men selected at preliminary trials will be 
sent to Washington to take part in the final trials, which 
will be held at the U.S. Marine Corps range, Winthrop, 
Md., May 16 to 20. The officers of the team will be: 
Team captain, Lieut. Comdr. Harris Laning, U.S.N.; 
team adjutant, Col. William Libbey, assistant inspector 
general of rifle practice of New Jersey. The team will 
ail on the Finland with the other athletes for Stockholm, 
and is due to arrive on the morning of June 25. This 
will give them four days’ practice on the Stockholm 
range, as the international team match is shot on June 
% In addition to the team and individual matches for 
the service rifle. it is also proposed to enter the men 
in the team and individual matches at 300 metres for 
“any” rifle; in the team and individual matches with 
the miniature rifle, and in the team and individual 
matches at the running deer. The executive committee 
of the National Rifle Association of America may decide 
later to increase the number of representatives to be 
sent so as to include one or two men who are especially 
strong at the “miniature” game or at moving targets, so 
as to inerease the chances of success in these competi- 
tlons.

Asserting that during the excitement over the Vene- 
mela dispute with England during the second Cleveland 
administration Great Britain sent to the United States 
three officers to “spy out the land” and report on our 
nilitary preparedness, Major Joseph Frazier, 1st U.S. 
Inf., says that the only thing that saved this country 


from war then was the report of these officers that “on 
every seventh hilltop” they found a military school which 
had been for years turning out graduates capable of 
oficering the numerous volunteers which we would have 
available. They therefore advised against war. The 
oficers found, we are told, that the Regular Army was 
in splendid shape, but so small as to be negligible, and 
the National Guard was “a very nice little social organi- 
ration.” Major Frazier is of the opinion that the fact 
that “we had several thousand cadets trained and under 
training in various military schools throughout the 
country saved us from having this third war with Great 
Britain.” This surprising statement we find in the essay 
by Major Frazier in the May-June Journal of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution, in which is discussed ‘Military 
Education” from the viewpoint of the “military training 
of the youth of the country for a period of at least one 
year as a means of developing the military spirit of the 
country for national defense.” This essay received a 
silver medal and first honorable mention. In going on 
to develop his main theme, Major Frazier discusses his 
Proposed system of training under the heads of the 
Preparatory stage, the continuation by development of 
the idea in high schools, and the completion, in which 
stage the system is considered as carried into the primary 
and grammar schools. The essayist frankly admits that 
it would cost “about three hundred million dollars a 
year to operate the proposed system, but the resulting 
increased efficiency in agriculture and the resulting con- 
servation of the agricultural resources alone would be 
worth ten times that amount.”

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Taking the ground that he had done better against 
Sherman than Lee had against Grant, Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, of the Confederate Army, in letters to his 
brother complained during the Civil War of the alleged 
injustice done to him when he was replaced by Hood, 
who, he seems to believe, intrigued against him. That 
Sherman had deeply impressed Johnston by the careful- 
less of his movements is shown by the repeated refer- 
‘neces to Sherman’s “caution.” These letters, heretofore 
\npublished, appear in the Mav-June Journal of the 
Military Service Institution. They are given to the 
Dublie by his grandne shew, Robert M. Hughes, who was 
selected in. 1890 by General Johnston to write his 
hiovraphy. The letters were written to the General’s 
eldest brother, Beverly R. Johnston, a lawyer of Abing- 
don, Va. Writing from Macon in the October following 
Johnston, after urging that his case be brought to the 
attention of the Confederate Congress, so that he could be 
cleared of the charge of incompetency, seems _to forecast 

erman’s march t/j the sea in these words: “If Sherman 








understands that either Charleston, Savannah, Pensacola 
or Mobile. is as good a point for him as Chattanooga he 
will not regard Hood’s move,” which is precisely the view 
that Sherman did take, The following month he again 
predicted this action of Sherman by saying: “If I had 
been left in command of that army it is very unlikely 
that Atlanta would have been abandoned. If Sherman 
understands his game he can cut off Lee’s supplies 
* without the chance of being compelled to fight, 
a necessity he can avoid by marching to Charleston, 
Savannah, Pensacola or Mobile. Sherman in his extreme 
caution may not venture upon such a course. If he does 
he’ll win.” In this letter Johnston goes more deeply 
into the operations of Lee against Grant as evidence 
that he himself was not any more Fabian in his policy 
than Lee.

The Secretary of the Navy objects to the passage of 
H.R. 22851, “for the relief of John Newton,” formerly 
a first lieutenant, U.S.M.C., dismissed by G.C.M. order 
dated Dec. 28, 1908. “The commandant of the Marine 
Corps, to whom the bill in question was referred for 
comment and recommendation, reports, under date of 
April 12, 1912, as follows: “The records of this office 
show that Lieutenant Newton was guilty of falsehood 
while on duty in Panama, and that for this offense his 
court-martial was recommended. His youth and inex- 
perience were taken into consideration by the then Secre- 
tary of the Navy and he escaped with a reprimand. On 
Nov. 14, 1908, while serving at Norfolk, Lieutenant 
Newton was guilty of gross misconduct; drank in a 
public hotel with enlisted men and two or more lewd 
women; went to the first sergeant in command of a little 
guard at the naval hospital and borrowed from the 
sergeant over $50, this being spent in carousal; he then 
took an automobile, left it outside of the navy yard gate, 
and walked over to the officer of the day’s office, where 
some $1,200 of the men’s money was deposited, of which 
Lieutenant Newton had control and for which he was 
responsible. Lieutenant Newton took the $1,200 and 
went on with his debauch with the three enlisted men. 
He was tried for embezzlement, scandalous conduct tend- 
ing to the destruction of good morals, and conduct to 
the prejudice of good order and discipline, and was 
sentenced to dismissal from the Service, which sentence 
was approved by the President on Dec. 28, 1908. In 
addition to the above, Lieutenant Newton was also 
several times reported for carelessness in the matter of 
financial obligations. After a careful consideration of 
the foregoing, the undersigned believes that the reinstate- 
ment of Mr. Newton would be decidedly detrimental to 
the best interests of the Service, because of the fact that 
while serving as a commissioned officer in the Marine 
Corps Lieutenant Newton demonstrated his uselessness 
and undesirability as such.’ ”

The new company, post, regimental and division re- 
turns prepared by the General Staff have been approved 
by Secretary of War Stimson. They will go into effect 
in the United States for the month of June, and in the 
Philippine Islands and other foreign possessions for the 
month of July. It is estimated that the new forms can 
be made out with fifty per cent. less work than the old 
ones. All forms have been reduced to a size for an 
ordinary typewriter. Carbon copies are authorized under 
the new arrangement. This change alone will result in 
a great reduction in the work of preparing returns, as 
under the present system it is necessary to make at least 
one duplicate and in some cases two. The entries have 
been greatly reduced by cutting out many and simplify- 
ing others. After a thorough investigation it was found 
that this could be done and still furnish the Adjutant 
General all of the information necessary for complete 
records. For example, formerly in all cases of absences 
the nature, commencement and place of the absence, 
number, date and source of the order were given on every 
return during the continuance of the absence. This will 
be stated on the first return, but subsequent returns 
will contain only a reference to the original return. 


Some very interesting and vexing problems are pre- 
sented in the 12-inch gun of the Minnesota which met 
with an accident during the target practice off the Vir- 
ginia Capes. A preliminary examination indicates that 
the metal in the long hoop of the gun was defective. It 
is thought that it contains some blow-holes and slag. 
The gun, which has been shipped to the _ Washington 
Navy Yard, will be submitted to a most minute exami- 
nation. It is one of the new guns, and before it was 
installed in the ship was submitted to all the tests known 
to ordnance experts. It was fired eight or ten times 
with a larger charge of powder than is ever used on board 
a ship. Yet after it had been used in ten or twelve 
volleys the large hoop which extends about twenty feet 
from the breech of the gun cracked and part of it fell 
off. There was nothing in the outward appearance of 
the gun which showed that it had any defects, and it is 
thought that it may be necessary to change some of the 
methods of manufacturing metals for guns in order to 
provide against the recurrence of such accidents.

Our Governors Island correspondent on page 1092 
gives a full account of the funeral of Major Gen. Fred- 
erick D. Grant, U.S.A., which occurred there on the 
afternoon of Friday, April 26. Simple but impressive 
services were held in the little Chapel of St. Cornelius 
the Centurion. Then the mahogany coffin, bearing a 
solid silver plate inscribed, ‘Frederick Dent Grant, Major 
General, United States Army, May 30, 1850-April 11, 
1912,” was placed on an Artillery caisson and escorted 
by the 3d Battalion, 29th Infantry, to the General Otis 
for transportation to South Ferry, whence it was con- 
veyed under military escort to West Point. Brig. Gen. 
Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., in temporary command of the 
Eastern Division, who was to have commanded the escort, 
was temporarily overcome by ‘illness just at the close 
of the ceremonies in the ang but was able to go to 
West Point a little later by launch. ‘

According to experiments recently completed by the 
U.S. Navy Department on the coal recovered from the 
bunkers of the wrecked battleship Maine the loss of 
efficiency in the burning and steam producing qualities 
as the result of the coal being submerged in the water 
for fourteen years was less than ten per cent. The tests 
were conducted at the engineering experimental station 
at Annapolis. It was not possible absolutely to identify 
the mine from which this old coal came, but sufficient 
data were available to establish with reasonable certainty 
the general character of the coal and also the mine. No 
evaporative tests had been made on the coal as originally 











stowed in the bunkers of the Maine, but the conclusion’ 


that jit was less ten per cent. was gi 


comparisons with evaporative tests made on coal that 
was believed to be practically identical in all qualities, 
presumably taken from the same mine. 





The desire of the officers of the Army to awaken 
civilian interest in the great subject of national defense 
is well shown by the prompt response of Col. John V. 
White, C.A.C., commanding at Fort Hamilton, N.Y., to 
the suggestion that he give a special illustration of the 


activities of the garrison and the working of the equip- 
ment for the benefit of the Municipal Club of Brooklyn, 
which on May 28 will discuss the question of coast 
defense. ‘The club is composed of about seventy-five of 
the leading citizens of Brooklyn, who at stated periods 
discuss matters of public importance. 5 i te Major 
Sydney Grant, of the 13th Regiment, C.A.C., N.G.N.Y., 
arrangements have been made for the club to visit Hamil- 
ton in the afternoon of May 28, when there will be 
inspection of the barracks, batteries and fire-contrel 
stations, battery drill and evening parade. There are 
about 600 artillerymen at the fort, and it is expected 
that it will be made plain to the visitors that at least a 
full C.A. regiment should be stationed there, although 
between 1,500 and 2,000 are required by the importance 
of the location.

PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Major William F. Flynn, of the U.S. Cavalry arm, 
was retired from active service April 20, 1912, at his 
own request, after thirty-three years’ service.

Archibald Gracie, who was one of those who escaped 
from the wreck of the Titanic, was a son of Archibald 
Gracie, a native of New York and a graduate of the 
Military Academy in 1854, who became a cotton factor 
in Mobile, Ala., joined the Confederacy and was killed 
before Petersburg, Dec. 2, 1864. The younger Gracie 
entered the Military Academy in 1877, but was not 
graduated. In the story of Gracie’s escape from the 
wreck of the Titanic it is told how he managed to swim 
for a long distance in the cold sea water, encumbered 
as he was with clothes. In the days when Gracie was a 
student at West Point the cadets were in the habit of 
“running it” from camp to Gee’s Point between “retreat” 
and “taps,” in order to swim in the Hudson. Swimming 
in the river at Gee’s Point was forbidden because of 
the danger. The tide is strong, and the current of the 
Hudson sweeps about the place at certain times, makin 
the waters swirl. Gracie used to swim at this place wit 
other cadets, and it was a test of power.

ARMY TRANSPORTS. 


Fort Hancock, N.J., April 23, 1912. 

To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Now that the whole world in general, and the United 
States in particular, is so wrought up over the terrible 
disaster of the giant Titanic, would it not be an oppor- 
tune time to call the attention of our lawmakers to the 
lamentable state of our own government passenger 
vessels, our Army transports? Charity begins at home 
(when you want it to). For some time attempts have 
been made to have our transport service improved with 
a few modern vessels, but deaf ears only have heard the 
pleas. The disaster that sent the Titanic under has 
demonstrated what can happen to the most modern and 
up-to-date vessel in the world. Must we wait and let 
a similar fate show what can happen to a shell of 
antiquity such as are some of our transports at the 
present time? When a person travels on a mercantile 
vessel it is usually from choice. When a person travels 
on an Army transport it is because he is ordered to, and 
not through pleasure (except on the way back to the 
United States). Sometime one of our transports will 
leave port well loaded and that will end its public his- 
tory. Then, when too late, the Service will receive due 
recognition. And, when that time comes, remember “we 
told you so.”

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Determining the question of the date of enlistment in 
the case of Sergt. Albert M. Clark, U.S.M.C., the Comp- 
troller says: “It takes two to make a contract of enlist- 
ment as it does in other contracts. A recruit in order 
to become a soldier must not only offer his services, but 
be accepted, and before acceptance the recruiting officer 
must satisfy himself of his physical qualifications for 
enlistment.” 

The Comptroller decides in the case of Act. Asst. Surg. 
Join F. Johnson, U.S.N., that the Personne) Act 
assimilating Navy pay and allowances to those of the 
Army does not apply to acting a ¢ surgeons, 
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It is desired to erect at the San Francisco Presidio, 
at the cost of $1,200, a building suitable for receiving 
the remains of soldiers dying in the Philippines, in 
process of shipment to the homes of the deceased. The 
Comptroller decides that the law does not provide for 
this. ‘The remains are at present placed in one of the 
storehouses on the reservation. 

Overruling the Auditor, the Comptroller allows Capt. 
Frank S. Armstrong. Q:M., U.S.A., $4 expended in 
procuring quarters at a hotel while in pursuit of a 
deserter who had fatally wounded one soldier and 
injured another soldier who sought to prevent his cates. 

It is feared that a recent decision of the Comptroller 
will deprive Military Academy graduates of their mileage 
from West Point to the posts to which they are assigned. 
The decision was made by the Comptroller in the case 
of a graduate of the Naval Academy who had been 
ordered to a ship while he was at his home in Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn. The Comptroller decided that the midship- 
man was entitled to mileage only from his home, where 
he was awaiting orders. As this would be apt to prove 
a hardship to second lieutenants the War Department 
will ask for some legislation to provide against such a 
coutingency. A recommendation for such legislation will 
be sent to Congress.

One of the most important steps toward determining 
just what powers United States troops stationed on the 
Rio Grande border have in order to enforce properly 
the neutrality laws of this country in regard to smuggling 
munitions of war into Mexico has been taken in El Paso, 
Texas. Pvt. Marvin E. Hay, 22d U.S. Inf., received 
orders from Lieut. F. B. Terrell to search every vehicle 
passing on the road where he was stationed. If an auto- 
mobile did not stop when halted the tire was to be fired 
into, and if this proved ineffective a second shot should 
be taken at the gear box, a part of the machinery. On 
March 26 Charles Kinkel’s auto was halted and the tire 
was shot into by Hay. The soldier was arraigned in 
court on the charge of firing across a public roard. First 
Lieut. H. S. Grier, 22d Inf., formerly assistant professor 
of law at the Military Academy, was placed in charge 
by orders of Col. FE. Z. Steever, district commander at 
El Paso. Through the energy of Lieutenant Terrell the 
assistance of Mayor Kelly, of El Paso, was obtained. 
The Mayor furnished bail for Hay, and announced he 
would continue to furnish it in all the pending cases. 
Judge Adrian Poole and Mr. Volney Brown, two of the 
best criminal lawyers in the Southwest, contributed 
their services at the request of the Mayor. They, with 
Lieutenant Grier, represented Hay at the hearing on 
April 17 before Justice McClintock, who, in dismissing 
the defendant, said that “the United States soldiers were 
sent at the request of the Mayor, the Governor of the 
state and citizens, and if the soldiers were not here we 
would be in a mighty bad fix. If the courts do not uphold 


a soldier acting in the performance of his duties it would 


be something of a travesty. An army without obedience 
would be no army at all.” The discharge of the prisoner 
followed his statement of the occurrence and the corrob- 
orative evidence of Lieutenant Terrell that he had given 
the orders to Hay to shoot. (Kinkel said he was trying 
to stop when fired into, but vigorously insisted the 
soldiers had no right to make such search. This dismissal 
did not end the case, for there were complaints against 
Hay in two other courts on the charge of malicious 
mischief.

high school grade upon one of the remarkable spectacular 
and efficient military reviews and artillery practices of 
this regiment. With the 8th and 9th Regiments similarly 
equipped I venture to say that Greater New York will 
have no more interesting attractions to its citizens and 
tourists than a visit to these coast defense armories on 
the occasion of their reviews. The country will then 
have in the nation’s metropolis in these three regiments 
of Coast Artillery a most impressive and forceful advo- 
cate for military preparedness and the fostering of mili- 
tary spirit.

manner in which Major Butt was, and there is no 
precedent to indicate when Major Butt’s name should 
be stricken from the Army List. Officers whose absence 
is unaccounted for are dropped at the expiration of ninety 
days, but while it is generally believed that Major Butt 
went down with the ill-fated Titanic there is a very 
slight possibility that he might have been picked up by 
some other ship. On this account, and for sentimental 
reasons, the President has expressed a desire that Major 
Butt should be carried on the Army List until May 15. 
No one would presume to recommend another officer to 
take Major Butt’s detail at the White House until after 
that date, and the President would not take the matter 
under consideration if any such recommendation were 
made. Neither the Secretary of War nor the Chief of 
Staff will give any consideration to the vacancy in the 
Quartermaster’s Department until May 15. Gen. O. E. 
Babcock, who served President Grant as aid and accom- 
panied him to the White House, was lost at sea June 5, 
1884, but he was not then on duty with the President.

The fact that some officers of the Army on duty in 
the Eastern Division have been busy looking over ground 
in Connecticut and Long Island has given rise to a 
rumor that a site for a large concentration camp had 
been selected on Long Island, to be used by the National 
Guard in the event of the services of the troops about 
New York being needed in connection with Mexican 
troubles. The ground, however,-has been looked over for 
the purposes of the joint maneuvers, to be held next 
August. Should troops be needed from the National 
Guard of New York or other states for active service in 
Mexico they would be embarked on transports as soon 
as ordered out, and given a course of hardening on the 
Mexican border. 
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CONGRESS AND THE SERVICES. 


The conference committee on the Army Appropriation 
bill did not meet on April 24 as was expected. Neither 
the Senate members nor the House members of the con. 
mittee appear to be disposed to hasten the consideration 
of the bill. It is not thought that the committee yill 
get together much before May 2 or 3. On the general 
principle of consolidating the supply department the 
members of the committee appear to be agreed, but when 
it comes to work out a plan for the amalgamation no two 
members entertain the same idea. Chairman Hay, it js 
understood, is the most enthusiastic advocate of the 
general scheme, but so far he has been unable to secure 
the support of a majority of the members of tbe con. 
mittee to the plan which he proposes. There is serious 
opposition to any plan which would make the consolida. 
tion effective upon the passage of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill. It is urged that such a plan would result in 
so much confusion that the next Congress will be ready 
to undo the work of this one. The contention is made 
that it would require a year for the heads of the depart- 
ments to be ready for the consolidation. To consolidate 
three such large departments without embarrassing and 
serious confusion the new head of the consolidated de- 
partments should begin his work by preparing the next 
estimates. This would also give him an opportunity to 
organize his department so as to take over the duties 
of the old departments without any confusion. There is 
also some opposition to placing a major general at the 
head of the new department, for if the chief of the new 
supply or quartermaster department is to be a major 
general the same rank should be given to the Chief of 
Sngineers. It is generally believed that a greater portion 
of the objectionable features of the new legislation, in- 
cluding the abolishment of five regiments of Cavalry, 
will be eventually stricken out of the bill. In some 
quarters there is an impression that most, if not all, 
of the new legislation will fail to pass at this session. 
The House will be ready to adjourn on June 10, and this 
will leave about a month for the Senate and the House 
to get together on the provisions of the Army bill. In 
the crush of other business that always comes at the end 
of a session the new legislative features of the bill are 
apt to be dropped. The slow progress being made by 
the conference committee toward an agreement indicates 
this. Meanwhile the conference committee will have the 
benefit of the report of the General Staff upon the proper 
organization of the Army. The first instalment of this 
report, a preliminary report on the organization of the 
land forces of the United States, has been submitted by 
a sub-committee of the General Staff and goes to Con- 
gress this week. A synopsis of this report appears on 
page 1086. It is based upon the sound military maxim 
that the economic efficiency of an army is to be measured 
by the effective fighting power which it is proposed to 
develop in war, and it is devoted to a solution of the 
problem as to how we are to increase the fighting power 
of our Army. 

On April 30 the House Committee on Military Affairs 
will take up the Military Academy bill again. Con- 
sideration of the measure has been delayed while the 
committee was awaiting a report from the Academic 
Board on the details of the new building program. This 
report having been received, the committee will resume 
its work upon the bill. In all probability the committee 
will report out a provision authorizing the expenditure 
of $3,000,000 for the completion of the entire program. 
Cash appropriation for the academic hall will be carried 
by this session’s bill. 

The committee has reported favorably on the bill which 
places veterinary surgeons on about the same basis a8 
dental surgeons. Veterinary surgeons under this bill will 
have the ranks of first and second lieutenant. The rank 
of first lieutenant will come to them after five years’ 
service. 

By the present plans of the Naval Affairs Committee, 
the Naval Appropriation bill will be reported out about 
May 15. About May 5 the committee will take up per- 
sonnel legislation, and a number of officers of the Depart- 
ment, among whom will be Capt. Roy C. Smith, will 
appear before it and discuss the Department’s bill. 

If the amendments that are now under consideration 
are adopted, the Department will not recognize its bill 
when the committee gets through with it. As a substitute 
for the admiral and vice admiral provisions the con- 
mittee has decided to attach an amendment to the 
Appropriation bill which has been described in our 
columns. This provides for’the holding of these ranks 
only while the officers are in command of the fleets. An 
amendment will be submitted to the committee for the 
reduction of the proportion of officers to enlisted men. 
Another one will provide that the “plucking board” 
should act before promotion to the next higher grade 
and that officers should retire in the same grade. This 
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same idea will be carried out in an amendment which is 
intended to cover voluntary retirements. Another 
amendment. will give the grade of rear admiral to staff 
officers. It is proposed to keep the representation at 
the Naval Academy on its present basis, retucing it by 
operation of law in 1915. There will be serious opposi- 
tion to the departmental provision relative to the limit 
of age for entrance in the Academy. Instead of fixing 
it at from sixteen to eighteen years, the bill will probably 
provide that it should be from sixteen to twenty. The 
limit of eighteen years, it is claimed, is too young for 
the country districts, where educational opportunities are 
limited. 

An amendment providing for a gratuity discharge 
rather than retirement on part pay for the lower grades, 
as proposed by the Department’s bill, will be submitted. 
This provision will make it possible for an officer to 
receive a lump sum upon retirement on the condition 
that he re-enter the Navy in the event of a call from the 
Secretary. 

While the Personnel bill may not be reported out at 
this session, an effort will be made by the committee to 
get it into shape to be reported out at an early day in 
the next session. If Congress does not adjourn at too 
early a date the bill may be reported out and lie on the 
calendar until the next session. 

Scant consideration will be given at this session by 
the House Committee on Naval Affairs to the recom- 
mendation of the Cleveland Efficiency Board fof the 
organization of the Navy Pay Corps into three divisions. 
The Cleveland Board, following the recommendations of 
other efficiency boards, has recommended that the Pay 
Gorps should be separated into three divisions, which 
correspond to the purchasing agent, auditing department 
and treasury of civil concerns. The treasury or paying 
division should be in charge of officers of the Navy, 
while the board recommends that the purchasing and 
accounting divisions should be under the direction of 
civilians appointed permanently. The commission recom- 
mends that the entire corps should be under one of the 
“executive aids” of the Secretary. In this the commis- 
sion’s report does not harmonize with the ideas of the 
Seeretary of the Navy or the Naval Affairs Committee, 
who insist that the aids have no executive authority, 
but should be “the eyes of the Secretary.” In the course 
of its report the Cleveland Commission criticises the 
present organization of the Navy Pay Corps, saying that 
it is faulty in that the same man who pays out audits 
the accounts and purchases supplies for the Navy.

LESSONS OF A GREAT CALAMITY. 


But for our faith in that Providence which has 
especial care of “children, fools and the United States 
of America,” we should be disposed at times to despair 
of the future of the Republic, But a new hope and a 
new faith are awakened in us when we read of the story 
ofthat wreck of April 15 off the coast of Newfoundland. 
It shows the soundness of the American fibre, which the 
accumulation of wealth and the temptations of luxurious 
living has not yet destroyed. But, alas! it also shows 
that some great emergency, some overwhelming catas- 
trophe, is needed to reveal the sterling quality of Ameri- 
can manhood, and this may require a calamity in which 
national humiliation will play a part such as no lover 
of his country can consider as even possible without 
being moved to life up his voice in admonition and 
warning. 

Stirred by the Titanic disaster, Chairman Hay, of the 
House Military Committee, has introduced a bill (H.R. 
23626) to appropriate $300,000 to equip all Army trans- 
ports with sufficient lifeboats and rafts to carry all the 
passengers and crew of the ship. Under the present 
arrangement transports are carrying just double the 
number of lifeboats that are required by the Federal 
regulations. At the same time transports carry lifeboats 
with a capacity of about half the number of passengers 
and crew that the ship is capable of carrying. Except 
when an Army transport chances to be loaded up to her 
full capacity, she has enough lifeboats to take care of 
her passengers and crew. It must be remembered that 
the Army and Navy ships are on an entirely different 
basis from that of merchantmen. The Government is 
not engaged in carrying passengers, and while no un- 
necessary risks are taken in peace times in either the 
Army or Navy, it does not take such care of those 
in the Service as do public carriers. However, $300,000 
for additional lifeboats, if it is appropriated by 
Congress, will be thankfully received by the War Depart- 
ment and expended in the purchase of additional life- 
boats. The only trouble is that this additional number 
of lifeboats will take up valuable deck space which is 
needed very much on the long voyages. Without waiting 
for Congress, however, the Secretary of War has insti- 
tuted an inquiry into the number of lifeboats on Army 
transports, and directed that they be equipped with a 
sufficient number. Secretary Meyer is satisfied with the 
reports he has received in answer to inquiries as to the 
facilities for life saving in the Navy. The Bureau of 
Navigation reports that lifeboat and “man overboard” 
drills are performed daily on every ship in the naval 
service while at sea and once a week while at anchor; 
that once a month a complete test in manning the boats 
and taking off the officers and the crew is made. In this 
test only a sufficient number of officers and men is left 
aboard to navigate the vessel and keep up the steam 
during the half hour consumed by the test. 

The tendency to hasty legislation after a great disaster 
is not less conspicuous than dilatoriness of reform once 
public attention has been withdrawn from the subject. 
In the House of Representatives on April 19 Mr. Parran 
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introduced H.R. 23553, appropriating $100,000 and 
authorizing the Secretary of the Navy “to conduct ex- 
periments with a view to ascertaining whether the target 
practice of warships and the use of explosives dropped 
from‘ airships or applied in any other way may supply 
a means of destroying icebergs.” The bill did not arouse 
much enthusiastic support among naval officers in Wash- 
ington. It would be more practicable and considerably 
less expensive, one officer said, to have the ships locate 
dangerous bergs, attach cables to them and tow them 
to the South Atlantic to melt. By firing upon an iceberg, 
he added, the ships could only knock the top to pieces, 
thereby causing the berg to bob further out of the water. 
Some of the icebergs are several hundred feet high, and 
more than one-quarter of a mile long, with approximately 
seven-eighths of their weight under water. 

Engineer-in-Chief H. I. Cone, U.S.N., and Capt. John 
J. Knapp, Hydrographer, have been detailed by the Navy 
Department to attend the hearings in the Senate investi- 
gation of the Titanic disaster. The Navy Department 
is taking no part in the investigation, but it is under- 
stood that the Secretary.thinks that the officers might 
secure some valuable information as to the operations 
of wireless telegraphy and the conditions in the northern 
route of the trans-Atlantic steamers by listening to the 
testimony. 

It will be observed that in reply to an inquiry from 
this office Robert E. Peary gives on page 1086 of this 
number an interesting statement of his opinion on the 
subject of icebergs, in knowledge of which he is not 
excelled by any man. Admiral Peary tells us that a 
searchlight would be as valuable on a trans-Atlantic 
liner as it is on a battleship or cruiser, but he adds that 
“for our huge modern steamships, traveling at high speed 
and intensely vulnerable to puncture, there is no certain 
protection against icebergs except to give the region 
where they may occur the widest berth.” 

In a letter to the Evening Post Rear Admiral French 
FE. Chadwick, U.S.N., says of the Titanic disaster: “T 
think a very reasonable estimate of the number of persons 
her boats would have carried safely in the smooth sea 
of the moment is from 1,200 to 1,400. In any case, at 
least 500 more might have been saved by careful organi- 
zation beforehand, such as giving to every passenger on 
embarking a card with the number of the boat in which 
he is to go if the ship has to be abandoned. Passengers 
as well as crew should know their boat and place of 
muster for abandoning ship, as is arranged in a man-of- 
war. A multitude of boats, even if of self-righting and 
life-saving type, thus does not in all, or even in most, 
cases mean safety. A smooth sea is one thing; a fresh 
sea is a wholly different proposition. Thus, better than 
an overplus of boats would be large life-saving rafts of 
the ordinary type, carried on the upper deck, or the top 
deck itself might be made cellular, and be divided so as 
to form a number of rafts, which would detach them- 
selves if the ship sank. None but seamen can appreciate 
the difficulties of getting boats safely away from a ship 
in a seaway, and that a thorough equipment of boats 
does not necessarily mean safety.” Admiral Chadwick 
does not explain what would happen to passengers who 
were provided with numbers but no boats, as would have 
been necessarily the case on the Titanic. 

Our naval constructors believe that it would be 
advantageous to add to the weight carried by trans- 
Atlantic liners by additional bulkhead construction and 
an inner hull, to say nothing of adequate life-saving 
apparatus, and to do away with some of the luxuries 
which are used largely for advertising purposes and to 
satisfy the demands of the wealthier travelers. Rear 
Admiral Andrews, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, 
sees no objection to high speed, but recommends the 
establishment of safe lanes of travel, with an avoidance 
of the obstructions which navigators come to dread and 
against which they are repeatedly warned by our naval 
Hydrographic Office. Establishment of these ocean lanes 
of safety should be augmented by an increase in the facili- 
ties of the Hydrographic Office and the employment of a 
patrol vessel to investigate ice conditions and other 
menaces to navigation, and to give warning and informa- 
tion to navigators. Passengers and crew should be drilled 
at abandon ship.

INTERVENTION IN MEXICO. 


Brig. Gen. Anson Mills, U.S.A., retired, who as a 
member of the Mexican Boundary Commission has be- 
come well informed in Mexican affairs, discussing the 
situation across the Rio Grande said: “Let the Mexicans 
fight it out. T.et them fight as we were allowed to fight 
during the Civil War. Think of what would have hap- 
pened if some foreign power had attempted to intervene 
in our war. If the Army should enter on Mexican soil it 
would be fifty years before it would come out. It would 
mean 250,000 men in the field, and even then it would be 
an endless process to subdue the country. We might 
take Mexico City with 50,000 troops, but what good 
would that do? Madero has Mexico City now, but there 
is still fighting in Mexico.” 

This opinion is shared by others familiar with Mexico 
but is not accepted by officers at the War Department. 
While realizing that intervention in the affairs of Mexico 
at this time would be a serious undertaking, they make 
a distinction between intervention and invasion. Any 
force that would be sent into Mexico would be for the 
purpose of restoring peace in the country. They believe 
the President could make it clear to the people of Mexico 
that no attempt would be made to conquer the people or 
annex any of the country. The difficulty would be to 
make the people of Mexico understand this. Admitting 
that the efforts of the United States in this direction 
would be resisted by both the Madero government and 
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the rebels, these officers believe it would not be a greater 
task to capture the City of Mexico than it was in the 
Mexican War. None of the accounts of the war now in 
progress shows that over three or four thousand men are 
engaged in a battle. These accounts in all probability 
overestimate the size of the forces engaged. The strength 
of the Regular Army, small though it is, doubtless is 
double that of the forces now under arms in Mexico. If 
the Regular Army were thrown suddenly into Mexico it 
would, these strategists say, be in possession of the City 
of Mexico within a week. They further hold that once 
in possession of the seat of government the authorities 
of the United States could begin peace negotiations; 
arrangements could be made for the conducting of an 
election under the supervision of the Army; after the 
establishment of a government by an honest election, this 
country could announce that it would support it with the 
Regular Army, and the President would further assure 
the people of Mexico that the Army would be withdrawn 
as soon as peace was established on a firm basis. 

The difficulty would be in determining when peace was 
assured. We have no doubt that the masses in Mexico 
have become tired of the continuous uproar but it does 
not follow that they would accept our intervention. We 
should find the truth of the maxim: “They who in 
quarrels interpose must often wipe a bloody nose.” 

Contrary to the claim of General Mills it is asserted 
that this country has no assurance that England, 
xermany or France will not intervene. It is known that 
President Taft sent the troops to the Mexican border last 
year at the urgent request of Germany. It is altogether 
possible that pressure from the same source or from 
England is now being brought to bear upon this country 
to act. Sure it is that neither Germany, England nor 
France will submit to mistreatment of their residents in 
Mexico, and if the United States does not afford them 
protection they will intervene. 





Until the critical time in the campaign for the Presi- 
dential nomination has passed very little attention will 
be paid to the vacancies existing in the grades of major 
general and brigadier general and in the office of Adjutant 
General of the Army. Recent reports indicate that the 
President is inclined to promote Brig. Gen. Frederick 
Funston, now first on the list of brigadier generals, to 
the rank of major general, although he still has under 
consideration the names of a number of other brigadier 
generals. General Bliss has recently been taken under 
serious consideration, and it is believed is very apt to 
be appointed if the President does not take the ranking 
brigadier general. Before filling the vacancy in the rank 
of brigadier general permanently the President may 
appoint one or two colonels who are near to the time of 
their retirement. In this connection Cols. F. W. Mans- 
field, EK. Z. Steever, G. F. Chase and BE. J. McClernand 
are being considered. It is said that the President is 
inclined to think that these officers, and especially 
Colonels McClernand and Chase, have service which 
warrants that they should be honored with the rank of 
brigadier general before they retire. The work that 
Colonel Steever is doing on the Mexican border has at- 
tracted the attention of the President, who, it is said, 
thinks he should be rewarded. Brig. Gen. Clarence R. 
Edwards, Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs, it is 
believed, is receiving serious consideration as the selection 
to fill the vacancy permanently. At the same time the 
President will receive some very strong endorsements of 
Lieut. Col. John F. Morrison, U.S.A., whose work at 
the Army Service Schools in the opinion of many war- 
rants recognition. Colonel Morrison is very apt to be 
appointed to fill an early vacancy in the rank of brigadier 
general if he is not selected for one of: the existing 
vacancies. The vacancy in the rank of brigadier general 
occasioned by the promotion of an officer from that rank 
to major general will in all probability be filled from 
the Coast Artillery. In the plan for distribution of 
general officers among the different arms and corps the 
Coast Artillery is entitled to a brigadier general. Among 
the colonels mentioned for this vacancy are J. V. White, 
F. 8S. Strong and C. J. Bailey.

Under tentative plans of the War Department the 
25th Infantry will be the next regiment to go to Panama. 
The change of station of the 25th will not take place 
until some time this fall. It is not planned to send any 
more troops to Panama until money can be secured for 
additional barracks. Assurances have been given the 
War Department that this year’s Appropriation bill will 
carry money for the new barracks on the Panama strip. 
The Secretary of War will send a recommendation to 
Congress for the stationing of an additional regiment of 
Cavalry at Fort Riley, another regiment of Infantry at 
Fort Leavenworth and an additional regiment of Infantry 
at Fort McPherson. This will be done as a step in the 
general plan for concentration of troops at larger posts. 
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The new digest of the opinions of the Judge Advocate 
General of the Army, which will shortly be ready for 
distribution, is the most complete ever issued. The digest 
of 1901 contains 876 pages, while the digest of 1912 will 
be a volume of 1,103 pages. Capt. Charles R. Howland, 
assisted by Lieut. Col. John Biddle Porter, Major Henry 
M. Morrow and Louis Call, chief clerk of the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department, compiled the - work. 
Captain Howland has been devoting most of a year to 
the exacting labors of indexing the opinions. His 
synoptical index will prove of great value to those who 
have occasion to use the digest. By it one can readily 
find the opinions of the Judge Advocate General on all 
important subjects 
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PEARY’S OPINION OF ICEBERGS. 


The highest authority on the subject of Arctic icebergs 
and the use of searchlights for their discovery is un- 
doubtedly Robert E. Peary. In response to a request 
Admiral Peary has kindly favored the ARMY AND NAvy 
JOURNAL with the statement of his expert opinion on this 
subject. 

“A powerful searchlight would be of great assistance 


in determining the presence of icebergs in a ship’s course 
in clear weather. In dense fag it would be useless except 
at such short range as to be of no value. There is no 
reason why a searchlight on a trans-Atlantic liner should 
not be equally as effective in determining the presence 
of icebergs or field ice in any direction, as the searchlight 
on a battleship or cruiser in determining the presence of 
torpedoboats or other craft. And the same conditions 
which would affect the usefulness of the searchlight in 
the one case would also affect it in the other. 

“Large bergs, with their marblelike sides and towering 
pinnacles, are the least dangerous of all, as they are 
most easily located and avoided. Under certain atmos- 
pheric conditions the presence of these bergs can be 
detected even while below the horizon, sometimes by the 
reflection upon the sky above them, sometimes by the 
little cloud of condensed moisture hovering over them. 

“At closer range air temperatures, water temperatures, 
the whistle and megaphone, the sound of breaking seas 
and the searchlight may all be of assistance in detecting 
the danger, and, on the other hand, under adverse condi- 
tions all these may be useless in giving warning in 
sufficient time to prevent disaster. ; 

“The value of all these methods is largely vitiated by 
the high speed at which modern steamships travel. 

“The most dangerous ice menace to a steamer is the 
last remaining fragment of a berg, usually a mass of 
dense translucent ice, hard as rock, almost entirely sub- 
merged, absorbing the color of the surrounding water, 
and almost invisible, even in broad daylight, until close 
aboard. These masses of ice present no surface to the 
air to affect its temperature, to cause condensation, to 
catch the eye, to send back an echo, or to form a sea. 
Nor is the size of the mass sufficient to affect the tem- 
perature of the surrounding water to any distance. I 
know of no way of detecting them except by the eye, 
and, as noted, even that is often difficult, even under 
favorable conditions. 

“These dangerous fragments of bergs we know in the 
Arctic regions as ‘growlers.’ I recall one occasion in 
Melville Bay when my second mate in broad light, with 
no other iceberg or fragment of ice in sight from the 
crow nest, smashed the ship full speed on to one of these 
submerged ice rocks with a force which carried away 
the cabin table. broke some of the couplings in the engine 
room and nearly sent the topmasts overboard. 

“The stout little wooden ship, with her solid bow and 
elastic sides, carromed off it like a billiard ball without 
injury. A steel ship would have had her bilge torn open 
from bow to quarter. For our huge modern steel steam- 
ships, traveling at high speed and intensely vulnerable 
to puncture, there is no certain protection against icebergs 
except to give the region where they may occur the 
widest berth. 

“In my northern work, with my snug, strong little 
wooden ship, the Roosevelt, minding its helm quickly 
and going at moderate speed, icebergs never gave us 
much concern. When in a large fleet of them in fog and 
darkness I usually slowed down. Only two dangers 
threatened us; one the possibility of running upon a 
slanting submerged spur in such a way as to throw the 
ship on her bilges or beam ends and allow her to fill; 
the other of being smashed under by a huge mass of ice 
breaking off from a berg alongside and falling on our 
deck. We had some narrow escapes from this last. 

“At times the icebergs were eagerly sought for shelter 
and protection. The wake of a berg or group of bergs 
often enabled us to hold our position against the drift 
of large fields of floe ice. And in Robeson and Kennedy 
Channels grounded icebergs frequently offered us a 
partially protected position between them and the rocks 
of the shore against the onset of heavy floes of field ice.

THE NAVY WIRELESS OPERATORS. 


James Gaffney and Frank Blackstock, the wireless 
operators of the U.S.S. Chester, are considered among 
the most efficient operators in the Navy. The claim 
advanced by Harold Bride, surviving wireless operator 
of the Titanic, that the Chester’s operators were 
“wretched and did not know the continental Morse sufli- 
ciently to be worth while,” has been ridiculed by many 
naval men who know the records held by Gaffney and 
Blackstock. These gentlemen say: “The operators of 
the Carpathia paid no attention to our messages until 
the powerful wireless apparatus carried by the Chester 
threatened, by its proximity of only a few miles, to 
overpower the equipment of the Carpathia. It was only 
then, to get rid of us, that they told us they ‘were taking 
care of things.’ We did not know that they were ‘taking 
care of things’ by allowing women and children to sleep 
on the decks and smoking room floors, though the Chester 
was only eleven miles off. It was because we were 
given to infer that things were all right that we pro- 
ceeded to the League Island Navy Yard. And then, last 
Saturday, four days after our communications with the 
Carpathia, we learned the true story of the disaster.” 

The testimony of Mr. Marconi before the Senate Com- 
mittee explains the reluctance of the wireless operator 
on the Carpathia to give out news. Mr. Marconi 
acknowledged that he had been willing that the wireless 
operators should make what money they could out of 
their experience and he issued such instructions, but 
he denied that he had intended to deliver, if possible, the 
exclusive news of this great disaster to one newspaper. 
Marconi showed considerable emotion over the very 
pointed questions put by the committee. 

The testimony of the captain of the steamer Birma 
shows that the wireless operator on the Carpathia was 
reluctant to communicate with a wireless operator not 
possessing the Marconi system. 

In defense of the wireless operators on the scout 
cruisers Chester and Salem, who were characterized by 
the Marconi men of the Carpathia as “incompetent,” an 
officer in the Navy and an expert on wireless declared 
the charge to be untruthful. “The most expert wireless 
operators in the U.S. Navy,” he said, “are on the scout 
eruisers Salem, Chester and Birmingham. And although 
it is not generally known, the wireless apparatus on 
each of these ships is capable of sending at least one 
thousand miles, while the usual sending power of a large 
number of vessels equipped with the Marconi wireless 
is only eighty-five miles.” Mr. Marconi was asked: 
“What is the greatest distance you have ever operated 
the wireless successfully?” “From Ireland to Argentina, 
about 6.000 miles,” he replie 





d. 
The Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy says: “I have- 


examined the reports of fitness of wireless operators 
aboard the Chester, and find that the operators.on that 
vessel have given entire satisfaction, and their reports 
of fitness show them to be capable men. It was the 
intention of the Salem and the Chester to put men on 
the bridge of the Carpathia and signal the news to the 
scout cruisers, who would with their powerful plants 
send the news to shore. But we understand that the 
Carpathia not only refused to answer the communica- 
tions of the scout cruisers asking for her position, but 
deliberately changed her course in order to avoid them.” 


NECESSITY FOR A RESERVE SYSTEM. 


The preliminary report on organization of the land 
forces of the United States submitted by a sub-committee 
of the General Staff, and sent to the House Military 
Committee this week, contains a convincing statement 
concerning the necessity of a reserve system, from which 
we make the extracts which follow: 


It is the experience of modern warfare that any given 
unit loses at least fifty per cent. of its strength in the 
first six months of war. If this loss is not replaced, there 
is fifty per cent. deterioration in the power of the unit; 
and if it is replaced by raw men the quality of the force 
as a highly trained team is destroyed. 

The United States is the only nation that has no 
scientific means of meeting this situation. The result 
has been that our wars have been long and protracted. 
Kach battle has generally been followed by a period of 
inactivity. Such an army has no power to keep up 
persistent military activity. Without some solution of 
this problem there can be no definite military organiza- 
tion. 

The solution of this problem is very simple, and it 
is a significant fact that the same solution has been 
adopted in all modern armies. It is only necessary to 
provide that a man’s Army service shall consist of two 
periods, one period with the colors and the other a period 
of war obligation for a limited time after leaving active 
service. 

An army reserve is not a means of creating new 
forces or new units in time of war, but is a necessary 
means of maintaining the war strength of the peace 
establishment, such as it may be. But while the primary 
and necessary function of a reserve system is to replace 
losses during the period required for the training of raw 
recruits, there is another incidental advantage of fully 
equal value. If we have a reserve of trained men upon 
whom we can count in war, it is possible greatly to 
reduce the cost of the Military Establishment by giving 
it a minimum peace strength. In every other modern 
army the economical peace strength is maintained with- 
out loss of war efficiency because trained reserves are 
available for a prompt expansion with trained men. 

If the Military Establishment comprised 75,000 men 
with the colors and 50,000 men with the reserve its cost 
would not exceed $65,000,000 per year, and yet its war 
effectiveness would be just as great as the more expensive 
force without the reserves. The economic effect of a 
reserve system, therefore, is to reduce the per capita cost 
of any given army, at the same time assuring maximum 
effectiveness in war. 

The provision of a regular army reserve is purely a 
business proposition. The economic value of the reserve 
does not depend in any way upon its size. It is to be 
hoped that we can develop a sufficient reserve, but even 
a small reserve will reduce the per capita cost of the 
Army and increase its effectiveness. If we had only 
6,000 men, that number would have been sufficient to 
raise a force like the recent San Antonio Maneuver 
Division to war strength. If we should have enough to 
replace the initial losses of war, we will be assured of 
sufficient time to train and harden raw recruits before 
forwarding them to the front. If we should have enough 
more to give us some power of expansion, we will be 
able to reduce the per capita cost of our peace establish- 
ment to a minimum without loss of war efficiency. 

It is therefore recommended that the enlistment con- 
tract be for five years, with the understanding that the 
first three years are to be served with the colors and 
that during the last two years the man shall be furloughed 
to a reserve, where he shall be subject to duty in time 
of war only. It should be further understood that men 
so furloughed should not be included in the authorized 
peace strength of the Army. 

The right to go to the reserve at the end of three years 
is absolute, but the privilege of going earlier or remain- 
ing longer is to be at the option of the Government. 
If a man of good character desires to go to the reserve 
at the end of one year, if he has sufficient training to 
be a good reservist, and if recruiting conditions are 
favorable for replacing him by a new man, it is un- 
doubtedly to the interest of the Government to pass him 
to the reserve. 

The ideal solution would be obtained if recruiting 
— should permit the adoption of the following 
policy : 

1. No extension of the color period or re-enlistment 
except for the non-commissioned officers, who must form 
part of the permanent machine for training purposes, 
with enough selected privates to maintain the corps of 
non-commissioned officers. 

2. Reduction of the color period for all sufficiently 
trained men who apply to pass to the reserve before the 
expiration of the contract period of three years. 

The actual conditions can be met by a definite contract 
of three years with the colors and two years with the 
reserve. with discretion in the Secretary of War to 
prescribe regulations for the reduction or extension of 
the contract color period upon the application of the 
soldier. 

When a man enlists for service in the Philippines he 
would be held strictly to three years’ color service. It 
would not be to the public interest in this case to pass 
him to the reserve before the full term of his contract 
has expired, and, on the other hand, in this case it would 
be to the public interest to permit him to extend his 
contract to the full five years if he applied to do so. 
If a soldier in Oahu should assume the reserve status in 
Oahu it would be most decidedly to the public interest 
to encourage him to live there, and replace him by another 
recruit. ‘This is true because in the event of war every 
former soldier residing in Oahu will positively increase 
our war power in that island. 

It is not believed that any officer who has studied the 
question of enlistment from the standpoint of broad 
national interest will advocate a long enlistment without 
a reserve feature. 

We not only desire to use these men [discharged 
soldiers] in war, but we should be able to control and 
predetermine the place where they are to be used. They 
have been trained by the Regular Army, they are accus- 
tomed to Regular Army service, and in most cases they 
are not attracted to the National Guard. They should 
he available for immediate absorption in the strategic 
force with which we desire to secure the initiative in 
war. But under any reserve system it would not be 
objectionable to encourage a_ certain proportion of 
reservists to enter the National Guard service. Under 
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such conditions and while so serving, they might very 
properly be relieved of their reserve obligation. 

With permanent regiments on foreign service the regi- 
ments at home will be localized, and: where regiments 
are stationed in populous districts there is no reason 
why the reservists in such districts should not be as- 
signed directly to regiments. In this way such organiza- 
tions will keep in touch with their own reservists. If 
a reserve system is authorized the means of carrying it 
into effect should be made as flexible as possible and 
left to the discretion of the Secretary of War. We can 
rely upon it that a suitable agency will be found within 
the present resources of the War Department, and that 
this agency, once established, will keep track of the 
reservists during their period of reserve service and in 
many cases will have a record of the subsequent location 
of discharged soldiers. 

In modern military operations the loss of officers is 
fully as great as the loss of enlisted men, and, further, 
under our system it will become necessary to detach 
officers from the Regular Establishment for staff duty 
and for employment with the citizen soldiery. The 
successful maintenance of large companies requires the 
presence of the full quota of officers, and the whole 
machine breaks down if suitable men are not forth- 
coming. 

It is believed that it would be in the interest of sound 
policy to utilize young men [graduates of colleges having 
mnilitary instruction] as reserve lieutenants in the Regular 
Army. Upon their graduation opportunities could be 
given them to serve with Regular organizations at camps 
of instruction or maneuvers. After such probationary 
service, if found to be properly qualified, they could be 
commissioned for a limited number of years under an 
obligation to serve in war. This class of reserve officers 
would be recruited mainly from the schools and colleges, 
but the appointments should be open to other suitable 
classes, such as former members of the Regular Army, 
Volunteers and National Guard who comply with proper 
conditions to be determined by the Secretary of ar. 
These reserve lieutenants would be analogous to the 
officers of the Medical Reserve Corps of the Army. They 
should be definitely commissioned, assigned to an arm 
and authorized to wear the uniform of that arm. Their 
names should be carried in the Army Register, and under 
certain conditions they should be attached to definite 
organizations of the Regular Army, serving in the neigh- 
borhood of their homes. ‘They should receive no pay 
except when called into the Service, but should have the 
privilege of serving at maneuvers and of volunteering as 
members of expeditionary forces. They should also be 
regarded as a preferred class from which civilian appoint- 
ments in the Regular Army should be made. 

When the citizen soldiery is called into the service 
of the United States it, too, will encounter influences 
that will tend to reduce its strength. It should have 
sufficient reserves to maintain full strength until raw 
recruits can be prepared for the front, and unless its 
organizations are maintained at full strength in time of 
peace it should have enough other reservists to cover the 
¢xpansion upon mobilization. Under present law, how- 
ever, the Organized Militia bases its organization upon 
that of the Regular Army, and until a reserve system is 
provided for the Regular Army arguments for a National 
Guard reserve would not be convincing or effective. 
Under present conditions the citizen soldiery will mobilize 
at greatly reduced enlisted strength. 

It has been indicated that the establishment of perma- 
nent foreign garrisons will permit localization of the units 
of the Regular Army at home. This will result in great 
economies of transportation and will lead to the develop- 
ment of many reforms which are almost impracticable 
so long as the organizations of the Army are shifted 
from place to place. The localization of the Army at 
home will facilitate the development of a reserve system, 
for where regiments are stationed in the populous parts 
of the country they will be able, in many cases, to keep 
in touch directly with their reserves, and also to obtain 
their recruits locally. The present recruiting system is 
based on recruiting for a shifting army. The Service has 
been conducted with great ability and meets actual condi- 
tions, but it is wasteful and expensive as compared with 
a system of local recruiting for a localized army. 

Under present conditions men are discharged at all 
periods of the year, and small detachments of recruits 
are received throughout the year. Under these conditions 
there can be no definite period of recruit oe. Under 
ideal conditions, with a reserve system and localized 
recruiting, it would be possible for a regiment to pass 
all of its reservists to the reserve about Nov. 1, and then 
devote itself for a few weeks to the problem of obtaining 
new recruits. This would make the winter a period of 
recruiting and recruit training, and would make it pos- 
sible to devote all of the summer and fall to higher 
military training without the evils of a continual influx 
of recruits. 
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SUGGESTIONS FOR IMPROVING NAVIGATION. 


The Navy Department has recently issued a circular 
letter to all the officers of the Navy for the purpose of 
obtaining suggestions for the improvement of the naviga- 
tional methods and instruments now in use throughout 
the Service of interest in showing that nothing is being 
left undone to keep our ships in the highest state of effi- 
ciency, encourage the greatest interest and require the 
best professional knowledge on the part of our officers. 

The replies up to date have been most gratifying both 
in number and in kind. They show the broad experience 
gained by many of our officers in a branch so important 
to the mariner and all who use and are dependent on the 
sea and the ships which traverse it. 

Many of the suggestions have already been adopted 
and many of the methods and instruments recommended 
ire now in use—some being regularly issued to the Service 
and others being on the vessels of the fleet for trial and 
report with a view to acceptance for standard and gen- 
eral use. 

Among the most valuable suggestions were those re- 
ceived from Capt. H. S. Knapp, now commanding the 
Florida, who is considered one of our foremost naval 
authorities, and Lieut. Comdr. Ridley McLean, navigator 
of that vessel, The recently commissioned Florida and 
the Utah, being the largest and most powerful naval 
vessels afloat, are furnished with the latest outfits from 
the Bureau of Navigation, the most important of which 
being the much talked of Gyro-Compass. The reports 
from these vessels will undoubtedly furnish much infor- 
mation to be taken advantage of in the fitting out, navi- 
gation and management of the vessels to be commis- 
sioned in the future. 

Lieut. Comdr. W. R. Gherardi, whose experience not 
only as a navigator in both the eastern and western 
oceans for many years, but as an instructor in naviga- 
tion on the Pennsylvania Nautical School Ship Saratoga 
for a considerable period, has enabled him to offer many 
suggestions of value, not restricting his report to recom- 
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mendations as to navigational methods and instruments, 
put extending his recommendations to hydrography, pilot- 
age and kindred subjects. ‘ 

Comdr. George C. Day, who was the navigator of the 
fagship Connecticut in the trip around the world, and 
who piloted the big fleet through the difficult channels of 
the Straits of Magellan, has also contributed. 

The commanding officer of the Kansas, Capt. J, A. 
Hoogewerff, and the navigator of that vessel, Lieut. 
Comdr. F. E. Ridgely, have sent important recommenda- 
jons. 
mComdr. George W. Logan, who superintended the revi- 
sion of the Bowditch Navigator in 1903; Comdr. F. L. 
Sawyer, Lieutenant Commanders Moses, Gelm, DeLany 
and Boyd, and other officers most interested in the sub- 
jects of nautical astronomy, navigation and pilotage, 
have offered ideas and suggestions and called attention 
to instruments and methods used by our own and for- 
eign services, both naval and merchant. 

There is a prevailing idea that, with the present pre- 
dominance and necessarily accentuated importance of 
ordnance and gunnery, the art of seamanship and sci- 
epee of navigation have not received the attention and 
interest in the Navy heretofore offered them, but these 
letters show that our officers have kept and are keeping 
pace With those of other nations in these branches as 
well as in ordnance, steam engineering and electricity. 

More replies are awaited from the navigators of the 
battleship fleet, nor have answers to the circular letter 
heen received from the more distant Asiatic and Pacific 
fleets. When received these letters will undoubtedly fur- 
nish many additional suggestions, which with those 
above mentioned should cause marked results in further 
standardizing and modernizing the whole subject of the 
science of navigation as practiced in the United States 
Navy.

THE SPIRIT OF THE SERVICE. 


An Army officer writes saying: “It was with a vast 
amount of pride that I read the enclosed editorial. What 
a pity it is that makes it necessary for such an awful 
calamity to oceur to bring forth such remarks on the 
Services. Fortunate will we be when all papers treat 
the Services as does the Times.” The article referred to 
is the following from the Kansas City Times, published 
under the heading of “The Spirit of the Service”: 

“All the evidence shows that Major Archibald Butt 
died as became a gentleman and a soldier. President 
Taft was right when he said that he knew ‘Archie’ Butt 
would not be among those saved from a ship that had 
lifeboats for only a third of its passengers and crew. | 

“The testimony of the survivors gives glimpses of this 
fine and wholesome young American officer in those last 
supreme moments, helping load the women and children 
on the boats, saluting as the last boatload pulled away, 
and then calmly standing on the bridge, waiting for the 





end. 

“Tt all fits perfectly with his character. If you had 
ever met him, if you had encountered that overflowing 
cheerfulness, that ready kindness, that delightful com- 
panionship, that boyish delight in living, that joy in 
things of the out-of-doors, you would have expected just 
such a gallant facing of death. 

“Yet these characteristics were more than those of an 
individual. They belong to the military type. They are 
developed by the discipline and traditions of a century. 
In Cuba and the Philippines they. were as prominent as 
they were that night on the Titanic. é 

“The spirit of the Service dominated Major Butt. In 
his death the great qualities that have made the Army 
and the Navy flamed forth. As Americans we like to 
feel that the military force of this nation is guided by 
men eapable of that last full measure of devotion.” 
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SECRETARY MEYER REVIEWS NAVAL MILITIA. 


That the Hon. George von Il. Meyer, Secretary of the 
Navy, should have been deeply impressed with the 
makeup of the officers and men of the 1st and 2d 
Battalions of New York Naval Militia and the exhibi- 
tions they performed at the joint review given in his 
honor in the fine armory of the 2d Battalion in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., on the night of April 24, is not to be wondered at. 
Although it was the first time these organizations had 
ever assembled together for a joint review, and there 
had been no previous rehearsal of the function, the com- 
mands made a very fine display not only in the cere- 
monies, but in the several drills of a more practical 
nature, which were among the best and most interesting 
ever seen in an armory. The formations and the move- 
ments were of the most finished description, and the 
naval men, acting as a land force, rivalled some of the 
hest of National Guard organizations. : : 

Mr. Meyer at the close of the exhibitions, in speaking 
to the assembled officers in the wardroom, congratulated 
them on the splendid spirit officers and men had shown 
in mastering the various combinations of the work and 
the fine manner in which it had been performed. He said 
the Naval Militia of the country now consisted of some 
500 officers and 7, men, and that the efficiency and 
value of the force to the Navy will be greatly increased 
if the bill now pending before Congress becomes a law. 
Mr. Meyer also stated that he hoped to assemble at New 
York next fall the most powerful fleet in the history of 
the United States, in which would be no less than thirty 
battleships. He advocated that the Naval Militiamen 
zo aboard the U.S. warships, and also stated that the 
Towa would be used to take them on a two weeks’ prac- 
tical cruise this summer. ; Ad? ia 

Secretary Meyer, who was accompanied by his aid, 
Lieut. Comdr. Leigh C. Palmer, U.S.N., did not enter the 
drill ball until 9:45, the audience meanwhile being 
entertained by a fine program of music furnished by 
Shannon’s 23d Regiment band. The battalions formed 
for review as a naval brigade, under Commodore Robert 
P. Forshew, commanding the Naval Militia of the state. 
The 1st Battalion, Comdr. Russell Raynor, had the right 
of line, and the 2d Battalion, under Comdr. Kingsley 
L. Martin, the left. The formation was two battalions 
of Infantry and one of Artillery, with four one-pounder 
rapid fire and four Colts automatic guns. 

Following the review there was an Infantry drill by 
the 1st Battalion, under Commander Raynor, which 
included a handsome formation of street columns, the 
hattalion receiving well merited applause. An Artillery 
drill by the 2d Battalion, under Lieut. E. T. Fitzgerald, 
in which blank ammunition was used, was a fine piece 
of work and won rounds of applause. 

The exhibition of boat and signal work under the 
direction of Commander Martin was of a most unique 
and practical character. For this there were two models 
of Navy launches, eighteen feet long. with canvas 
canopy, life preserver, hand lines, ete. There were also 
two sloop riggef. boats, which in a few minutes could 
be transferred into a Navy steam launch. These 





boats were all propelled by an unseen mechanical device, 
moved by man power, designed by Commander Martin. 
As they maneuvered noiselessly over the floor they looked 
like the real thing. The sailboats came about quickly 
on different tacks and heeled to the breeze, the launches 
steamed about and tooted whistles till one could hardly 
believe they were not maneuvering in the water. With 
steersmen in the launch in the bow, and the skipper of 
the sailing craft in the stern, handling the sheet and 
rudder, it made one long to be with them. This exhibi- 
tion, however, is used in the practical work of teaching 
the rules of the road at sea. The model craft demon- 
strated the rules of road for sailing vessels, the rules of 
road for steam vessels in day time and at night, night 
signalling and boat drill, illustrating how boats and 
battleships are handled in formations. The last event 
was a brigade parade, 1st and 2d Battalions, under 
Commodore Forshew. In lowering the flag compressed 
air was blown on the flag, which caused it to blow out 
and flutter very prettily, the hall being darkened and the 
beam of a searchlight being thrown on the flag. 

Some 3,000 persons were present, there being many 
military men among the number. Mr. Meyer and the 
special guests were entertained at a collation.

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THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The Senate on April 25 adopted a joint resolution 
authorizing the immediate use of $1,500,000 of the pro- 
posed Mississippi River appropriation to be used in the 
repair of the lower levees. The resolution was introduced 
by Senator Percy, who said the floods had rendered home- 
less more than 100,000 persons, while 6,000,000 acres 
would be unfit for crop growing this year. The measure 
now goes to the House. 

The Senate on April 18 passed S. 6354, to perpetuate 
and preserve Fort McHenry and the grounds connected 
therewith as a government reservation under the control 
of the Secretary of War and to authorize its partial use 
as a museum of historic relics. 


Mr. Page in the Senate on April 23 submitted an 
amendment relative to experiments in breeding horses for 
military purposes, etc., intended to be proposed by him 
to the Agriculture Appropriation bill. 

_ The Senate on A'pril 18 passed S. 4663, granting a 
right of way for a railroad and telephone, telegraph and 
electric transmission lines through Vancouver Barracks 
and Military Reservation. é 

The bill S. 6453, published under “Bills Before Con- 
gress,” was introduced on April 22 by Mr. Gallinger, 
who asked that it might be substituted for S. 6265, the 
bill introduced by Mr. Gallinger April 11 to amend the 
Naval Personnel Act. 

The bill (H.R. 15351) for regulation of radio com- 
munication, in an amended form, was favorably reported 
in the House on April 20. Prescribes licenses and 
guards against interferences. 

The House on April 18 concurred in the Senate 
amendments of H.R. 16306, for the use of the American 
National Red Cross in aid of the land and naval forces 
in time of war. 

The case of Col. William F. Stewart, U.S.A., retired, 
has been reopened by the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, Extensive hearings are now being conducted on 
a bill (H.R. 8376), introduced by Representative Raker, 
of California, during the special session of last year. It 
provides for the appointment of Colonel Stewart as 
colonel on the active list and his retirement with the 
rank of brigadier general. After an extended examina- 
tion by a board Colonel Stewart was retired in October, 
1908, on account of physical disability. The board 
decided that Colonel Stewart had heart disease. Previous 
to this Colonel Stewart had been stationed at Fort Grant, 
and much to his dissatisfaction his case through his 
friends created considerable. excitement in Congress. It 
is understood that the Military Affairs Committee will 
shortly report favorably on the bill for his relief and 
the old controversy will be reopened. The bill authorizes 
the President, by and_with the consent of the Senate, “to 
appoint William F. Stewart, colanel, U.S.A., retired, to 
the rank and grade of brigadier general on the retired 
list of the Army, the said William F. Stewart having 
served as a commissioned officer on the active list over 
forty-one years, and having received a brevet commission 
= services in action and recommended for a medal of 

onor.” 





COUNCIL OF NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


As amended and favorably reported in the House April 
22 the bill H.R. 1309, introduced a year ago by Mr. 
Hobson, now reads: 


That there is hereby established a Council of National De- 
fense, consisting of the President of the United States, who 
shall be ex-officio president of the council, the Secretary of 
State, who shall preside in the absence of the President, the 
Secretary of War, the Secretary of the Navy, the chairman of 
the Committee on Appropriations of the Senate, the chairman of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations of the Senate, the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Military Affairs of the Senate, the 
chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs of the Senate. 
the chairman of the Committee on Appropriations of the House 
of Representatives, the chairman of the Committee on For- 
eign Affairs of the House of Representatives, the chairman of 
the Committee on Military Affairs of the House of Representa- 
tives, the chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs of the 
House of Representatives, the Chief of the General Staff of 
the Army, an officer of the Navy not below the rank of cap- 
tain to be designated by the Secretary of the Navy, the presi- 
dent of the Army War College, and the president of the Navy 
War College. A 

Sec. 2. That the chairmen of the several committees of the 
Senate and House of Representatives herein named shall act 
as members of the council until their successors have been 
selected. 

Sec. 3. That said council shall report to the President for 
transmission to Congress a general policy of national defense 
and such recommendation of measures relating thereto as it 
shall deem necessary and expedient. 

Sec. 4. That said council shall meet at least once in eaeh 
calendar year on such date or dates as it shall fix: Provided, 
That in time of war said council shall meet only apon the 
call of the President of the United States: Provided further, 
That special meetings may be called by the president of the 
council: And provided further, That the council may summon 
for consultation at any of its meetings any citizen of the 
United States, and upon request by the council the Secretary 
of War and the Secretary of the Navy shall order any officer 
of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps to appear before the 
council for consultation. 

Sec. 5. That for carrying out the purposes of this act there 
is hereby appropriated, out of any funds in the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, the sum of $20,000, to be available 
until expended, and to be expended upon vouchers signed by 
the president of the council: Provided, That all necessary ex- 
penses of the chairmen of committees of the Senate and of 
the House of Representatives, when called to attend meetings 
of said council when Congress is not in session, and the neces- 
sary expenses of all persons summoned shall be paid from 
this ey upon approval by the president of the 
eouncil,

S.J. Res. 99, Mr. du Pont.—Authorizing the President to

the total number of officers now in the Regular Army. Sec. 3, 
That all laws and parts of laws inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

States be, and is hereby, authorized to appoint a board con- 
sisting of seven persons, one representative of the maritime 
interests of the United States, two representatives of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor, two officers of the U.S. 
Revenue Cutter Service, and two officers of th U.S. Navy, 
who shall devise and report to Congress, as early as prac- 
ticable, a plan for the transfer and consolidation of the 8. 
Revenue Cutter Service, the U.S. Lighthouse Service, the U.S. 
Life-Saving Service, and the U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey 
into and under the jurisdiction of a new bureau in the Navy 
Department to be known as the Coast Guard Bureau of said 
department, but to form no constituent part of the Navy 
proper except in time of war.

AMENDING NAVAL PERSONNEL LAW. 


S. 6453, Mr. Gallinger.—That Sec. 9 of the Act to reor- 
ganize and increase the efficiency of the personnel of the Navy 
and Marine Corps of the United States, approved March 3, 
1899, be amended so to read: 

**Sec. 9. That should it be found at the end of any fiscal 
year that the retirements pursuant to the provisions of law 
now in force, the voluntary retirements provided in this act, 
and casualties are not sufficient to cause the average vacancies 
enumerated in Sec. 8 of this act, the Secretary of the Navy 
shall, on or about April 1 of each year, convene a board of 
five rear admirals on the active list and shall place before 
said board for its actual consideration and guidance the com- 
plete service and medical records of all the officers in the 
rades of captain, commander, lieutenant commander, and 
floutenant. 

‘*Each member of said board shall swear or affirm that he 
will, without prejudice or partiality, examine the records pro- 
vided for in this section, having in view the special fitness of 
officers and the efficiency of the naval service, and that he 
will faithfully perform the duties imposed upon him by this 
act and recommend for retirement the officers who are shown 
to be least efficient as evidenced by these records, and arrange 
the names of said officers in inverse order of their merit. The 
board shall keep minutes and a complete record of its pro- 
ceedings, and this record shall bear the certificate of the 
senior member of the board, and of the recorder if there shall 
be anyone serving as such, that it is a complete and a true 
record, and the findings shall be in writing, signed by all 
the members, not less than four governing. The record of 
the proceedings and finding of this board shall be transmitted 
to the President on or before May 1 of the current year, who 
shall select from the names submitted by the board the num- 
ber of officers provided by this act for retirement. In order 
to provide for discretionary action on the part of the Presi- 
dent, the board shall select two officers from each grade in 
addition to the maximum number from each grade that may 
be retired during any one year, as hereafter provided for. 

‘‘The President shall, as soon after June 30 as may be 
practicable, make by order the transfers of such a number of 
officers from the list herein provided for as will cause the 
necessary vacancies in compliance with Sec. 8 of this act: 
Provided, That not more than five —— four commanders, 
four lieutenant commanders, and two lieutenants are so retired 
in any one year: Provided further, That the President shall, 
through the Navy Department, immediately after the finding 
of the board shall be submitted to him, and not later than 
May 1, notify the officers who have been recommended for 
retirement by said board, and offer to each the opportunity 
to submit in writing for the President’s consideration any 
matters tending to show cause why such officer should not be 
retired: Provided further, That no officer whose name ap- 
pears on the list as submitted to the President by said board 
shall be eligible for voluntary retirement pending the action 
of the President in the premises. The promotions to fill tne 
vacancies thus created shall date from June 30 of the current 
year: And provided further, That any officer retired under 
the provisions of this section shall be retired with the rank 
and three-fourths the pay of the grade from which he was 
retired.’’

EXAMINATION OF ARMY OFFICERS. 


H.R. 23627, Mr. Hay.—To amend Sec. 3 of an Act ‘‘to 
provide for the examination of certain officers of the Army 
and to regulate promotions therein,’’ approved Oct. 1, 1890, 

read: 

— ‘‘Sec. 3. That the President be, and he is hereby, author- 
ized to prescribe a system of examinations of all officers of 
the Army below the rank of major to determine their fitness 
for promotion, such an examination to be conducted at such 
time anterior to the accruing of the right to promotion as 
may be best for the interests of the Service: Provided, That 
the President may waive the examination for promotion to any 
grade in the case of any officer who in pursuance of existing 
law has passed a satisfactory examination for such | rade 
prior to the passage of this act: Provided further, That if any 
officer fails to pass a satisfactory examination and is reported 
unfit for promotion, the rght to promotion shall pass suc- 
cessively to such officers next below him in lineal rank as are 
or may become eligible for the promotion: Provided further, 
That if the officer fails in his physical examination and is 
found incapacitated for service by reason of physical dis- 
ability contracted in line of duty, he shall be retired with the 
rank to which his seniority entitles him to be promoted; and 
if he is found disqualified for promotion by reason of lack of 
professional qualification, he shall be suspended from promo- 
tion for one year and shall be re-examined as nearly as prac- 
ticable one year after the date of the completion of the ex- 
amination which resulted in his suspension; and if upon such 
re-examination he is found qualified for promotion, he shall 
upon expiration of the year of suspension again become 
eligible for promotion; but if upon such re-examination he is 
found disqualified for promotion by reason of physical dis- 
ability contracted in line of duty, he shall be retired with the 
rank to which his seniority entitles him to be promoted; and 
if upon such re-examination he is found disqualified for pro- 
motion by reason of lack of professional qualification, he s all 
be honorably discharged with one year’s pay from the Army; 
and if, either upon his first examination or upon re-examina- 
tion, he is found disqualified for promotion for any reason 
other than physical disability contracted in the line of duty 
or lack of professional qualification, he shall be retired from 
active service without promotion or wholly retired from the 
Service, as the President may determine: Provided further, 
That when, by reason of an increase in the arm, corps, or 
branch of the service in which an officer is commissioned, his 
loss of files in lineal rank due to suspension from promotion 
as hereinbefore provided exceeds the loss he would have sus- 
tained if no such increase had occurred, he shall, if promoted 
upon re-examination, be advanced to the position he would 
have occupied in the grade to which promoted had no increase 
occurred: And provided further, That nothing in this section 
shall be construed as changing the law now in force in re- 
spect to the examination of officers of the Medical Corps of 
the Army for promotion.’’ ; te 

Sec. 2. That so much of the Act ‘‘making appropriation for 
the support of the Army for the fiscal year ending June 80, 
1910,’ approved March 3, 1909, as relates to the examina- 
tion for promotion of majors of the Medical Corps of the 
Army, be, and the same is hereby, amended to read as follows: 

‘That any major of the Medical Corps on the active list 
of the Army who at his first examination for promotion to 
the grade of lieutenant colonel in said corps shall hereafter 
be found disqualified for such promotion by reason of lack of 
professional qualification shall be suspended from promotion 
for one year and his right to promotion shall pass succes- 
sively to such officers next below him in rank in said corps 
as are or may becéme eligible to promotion under existing 
law during the period of his suspension; and any officer sus- 
pended from promotion, as hereinbefore provided, shall be re- 
examined as nearly as practicable one year afier the date of 
the completion of the examination that resulted in his sus- 
»yension; and if, on such re-examination, he is found qualified 
or promotion, he shall, upon expiration of the year of sus- 
pension, again become eligible for promotion; but if he is 
found disqualified by reason of physical disability incurred 
in the line of duty, he shall be retired with the rank to which 
his seniority entitles him to be promoted; and if he is found 
disqualified by reason of lack of professional qualification he 
shall be retired from active service without promotion; and 
if, either upon his first examination or upon re-examination, 
he is found disqualified for promotion for any reason other 
than physical disability contracted in the line of duty or lack 
of professional qualification, he shall be retired from active 
service without promotion or wholly retired from the Service, 
as the President may determine: Provided, That when, by 
reason of an increase in the Medical Corps of the Army an 
officer's loss of files in lineal rank, due to suspension from 
promotion, as hereinbefore provided, exceeds the loss he 
would have sustained if no such increase had occurred, he 
shall, if promoted upon re-examination, be advanced to the 
position he would have occupied in the grade of lieutenant 
colonel had no increase occurred. ‘ 

Sec. 3. That members of Army boards appointed to ex- 
amine officers to determine their fitness for promotion shall 
be sworn in every case to discharge their duties honestly and 
impartially; and each such board shall have such powers of a 
court-martial and of a court of inquiry as are by statute 
vested in an Army retiring board. _ 

Sec. 4. That the Secretary of War be, and he is hereby, 
authorised and directed to readjust in accordance with the 
rule established by Sec. 1 or by Sec. 2 of this act, as the 
case may require, the rank of any officer whose loss of files in 
lineal rank due to suspension from promotion under laws re- 
lating to the examination of officers for promotion has ex- 
ceeded, by reason of an increase in the arm, corps, or branch 
of the service to which the officer belonged, the loss he would 
heve sustained had Secs. 1 and 2 of this act been in force at 
the time of his examination, suspension, re-examination, and 
promotion based upon such re-examination: Provided, That 
nothing in this act shall be construed as entitling any officer 
to back pay or allowances because of any advance in rank he 
may receive under its provisions.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The commander-in-chief, Atlantic Fleet, has informed 
the Department that he will shift his flag from the 


‘Connecticut to the Washington about May 1. 


The U.S.S. Yankee was stricken from the Navy 
Register on April 17, 1912. 

The U.S.S. Alabama was placed in commission in 
second reserve at the navy yard, New York, N.Y., on 
April 17, 1912. 

The U.S. cruiser Rainbow, flagship of the China 
Squadron, arrived at Amoy, China, April 22, from 
Swatow. Reports from that city say there is hope that 
further hostilities there will be averted. 

The U.S.S. Birmingham was placed in first reserve 
at the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., on April 20, 1912. 

The U.S.S. North Carolina was placed in first reserve 
at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., on April 20, 1912. 

The U.S.S. Wabash was placed out of commission and 
the U.S.S. Salem was placed in first reserve at 1:40 
p.m. April 20, 1912, at Boston Navy Yard. 

The acceptance by Secretary of the Navy Meyer of 
the resignation of Midshipman J. B. Okie was announced 
April 24, as effective from April 22, 1912. Midshipman 
Okie, who has been on the cruiser California since his 
graduation from the Naval Academy last June, was 
appointed from Wyoming and is a native of the District 
of Columbia. 

Capt. John M. Ellicott, U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. 
Maryland, reports to the Navy Department by telegraph 
that an empty headed torpedo of the kind used in target 
practice struck the vessel’s hull eleven feet below the 
water line off San Pedro, Cal., April 23, tearing a hole 
nine inches in diameter. A court of inquiry has been 
ordered. Captain Ellicott’s telegram does not go into 
details to the extent of relating what craft discharged 
the torpedo. It merely relates that the projectile entered 
Cofferdam C95 and that the leak was stopped with iron 
plates and buckles. Repairs were completed on the inside 
with a wooden cofferdam and cement filling. Captain 
Ellicott expressed the belief that there was no reason 
why the cruiser should not continue on her voyage to 
San Diego. 

A compressed air system designed to make the vessel 
practically unsinkable is being installed on the armored 
cruiser North Carolina at the navy yard, Portsmouth, 
N.H., under direction of Capt. C. C. Marsh, commanding 
the vessel. Captain Marsh believes the apparatus would 
keep the cruiser afloat in case of a collision with an 
iceberg such as sunk the Titanic or any similar accident 
which might damage her hull. He said he did not 
originate the basic idea of the system. The principle, 
Captain Marsh said, is the creation of such an air pres- 
sure within the vessel that water cannot enter. That 
is, if the hull should be punctured the compartment 
affected would immediately be filled with air driven at 
such pressure as to force the water away from the vessel 
and keep it out until temporary repairs could be made. 
A firm of New York engineers is installing the apparatus. 

The old U.S.S. Wabash, at Charlestown, Mass., since 
1875, officially went out of commission at the yard April 
20, and its name will soon be stricken from the list of 
warships. The old ship, considered the highest type of 
naval construction in its day, has flown the flags of many 
distinguished fleet commanders and rear admirals since 
it was commissioned in 1856. The Wabash was built at 
Philadelphia, and was one of the first warships to use 
steam power as an auxiliary. During the Civil War 
she took part in numerous engagements on the Atlantic 
Coast. She was a sister ship of the Minnesota, Roanoke, 
Colorado and Merrimac. When commissioned the ships, 
which were the first warships of any size to use steam 
power as an auxiliary, were the battleships of their day. 
Full rigged, with towering masts and spreading yards, 
they carried the heaviest sail spread of any ships afloat. 
As the flagship of Rear Admiral Hiram Paulding the 
Wabash sailed in 1856 on a show cruise to Europe to 
let all over there see what a warship should really be. 
It required thirty-seven officers and 615 men to man her. 

The German Embassy has informed the State Depart- 
ment that the German squadron which is to visit the 
United States will arrive at Hampton Roads the first 
week in June. It will afterward go to New York. 

The Emperor of Germany has selected Rear Admiral 
von Rebeur-Paschwitz, one of his personal aids, as com- 
mander of the squadron which is to visit the United 
States. Lieutenant Prentzel has been named as staff 
officer. The squadron will sail some time in May, but 
the actual date of the departure has not yet been fixed. 

The new Chinese war vessel, the Fei Hung, is ready 
for launching at Camden, N.J., on the Delaware River. 
The vessel will take its first plunge on a day to be set 
by the Chinese government. The Fei Hung is a steel 
armored vessel, 330 feet long, and is expected to have 
a speed of twenty knots an hour. Two other cruisers 
similar to the Fei Hung are being built in England. 

The Cuban gunboat Hatuey arrived at Philadelphia, 
Pa., April 24, with crews for the new Cuban cruisers 
Patria and Cuba. The new warships will be ready to 
leave for Cuba about May 1 or a few days later. 


ATLANTIC RESERVE FLEET. 


The Atlantic Reserve Fleet will be organized on May

The U.S.S. Chester was placed in first reserve at the 
navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., on April 22, 1912. 

Official announcement has been made by the Navy 
Department that Rear Admiral Austin M. Knight will 
raise his flag as commander-in-chief of the Atlantic Re- 
serve Fleet on May 1. Capt. H. A. Field will be his 
chief of staff. Lieut. W. L. Pryor, Lieut. Comdr. 
Chauncey Shackford and Lieut. Comdr. F. D. Karns 
have already been detailed as members of Rear Admiral 
Knight’s staff. Lientenant Commander Karns will be 
the fleet engineer. The paymaster of the fleet has not 
yet been selected. 

It is planned to develop the Atlantic Reserve Fleet 
along the iines of the home fleet of the British navy. It 
will eventually be composed of seventeen ships, all of 
which will be kept in condition to go to sea on a 
moment’s notice. From time to time the fleet will be 
taken out in squadrons or singly. All of-the details 
of the program for the fleet have not yet been worked 
out, but those under consideration will keep the officers 
and mien quite busy. :

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GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y.H., April 26, 1912. 

The body of Major Gen. Frederick D. Grant has lain in the 
chapel since the afternoon of Saturday, April 13, under a 
guard of six privates and four sergeants of the 29th Infantry. 
The bier, with its burning candles and wreaths and flowers 
sent constantly by military organizations and friends of Gen. 
and Mrs. Grant has been visited at all hours of the day by 
officers of the Army and their families and friends from all 
parts of the country. On Sunday, the 21st, at the garrison 
morning service prayers were made for the dead General and 
his family, also for the late Major Archibald W. Butt and the 
lost of the Titanic disaster, the survivors and those plunged 
in affliction. On the afternoon of Sunday, among many who 
visited the chapel to testify their respect, was a delegation 
of the Army and Navy Union who came in uniform, and said 
an officer of devotion at the bier. On Thursday the body lay 
in state from nine to four and was visited by large numbers 
of people. Mrs. Grant and her davfghter, the Princess Canta- 
cuzene-Sp¢ransky, who arrived on Wednesday from St. Peters- 


burg, Mr. U. S. Grant and Capt. Ulysses 8S. Grant, 3d, U.S.A., 
came to the chapel after it was closed to visitors and spent 
an hour or more alone with their dead. 

The funeral ceremonies began on Friday, April 26, at 10:30, 
Twelve non-commissioned officers from the regiment were the 
bearers and carried the flag-draped coffin on their shoulders 
up the nave of the church, the immediate family of General 
Grant following. The vested choir of men and boys preceded 
the cortege and the burial service of the Episcopal Church 
was chanted by Chaplain Edmund Banks Smith and the Rev. 
Dr. Manning, rector of Trinity Church, New York. The Rev. 
F. Landon Humphreys, D.D., chaplain of the Veteran Corps 
of Artillery and Military Society, War of 1812, of which the 
late General Grant was an hereditary member, followed the 
choir in the procession. The hymns sung were ‘*Nearer, 
My God, to Thee,’’ and ‘‘Abide With Me.’’ A funeral ad- 
dress was made by Rev. Dr. Fallows, who served as chaplain 
and officer of the line under Gen. Ulysses S. Grant in the 
Civil War. -A detachment-of nine members of the U. 8S. Grant 
Post, Grand Army of the Republic, acted as guard of honor. 
The permanent guard, who have been on duty at the bier of 
General Grant, day and night since April 13, stood flanking 
the coffin during the funeral ceremonies. This guard con- 
sisted of Sergts. Emil Glarner, Co. L; Frank Smith, Co. K; 
Francis Wightwick, Co. L; and William Odum, Co. I; Pvts. 
Daniel Segedy, Robert L. Kerr, Loonegan and Metcalf, of 
Co. K; Pvts. Robert Farrabee and J. Jones, of Co. L. Mrs. 
Grant has greatly appreciated the faithful duty they have per- 
formed. 

After the ceremonies were concluded the escort of the 3d 
Battalion, 29th Inf., and band, under command of Major A. B. 
Shattuck, marched to the dock preceding the caisson, which 
was followed by the immediate family of the late General, 
military persons and delegates from military and patriotic 
societies, and residents of Governors Island. The boats Gen- 
eral Hancock and General Otis were in waiting and conveyed 
the party to the Battery, where the troops, a major general's 
escort, were formed. The march was taken up via Broadway 
and Fifth avenue to West Forty-second street, where a spe- 
cial train was in readiness to proceed to West Point. A large 
number of officers and ladies from Governors Island went to 
West Point to testify their sympathy and respect. The serv- 
ice of burial of the Episcopal Church at the U.S.M.A. Cem- 
etery was read by Chaplain Edmund B. Smith, of Governors 
Island. 

The President arrived at Governors Island about a half 
hour before the funeral. The salute was ordered omitted in 
deference to the occasion. Among the many distinguished 
guests, in addition to President and Mrs. Taft, were Vice- 
President and Mrs. Sherman, Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Lieut.

13TH NEW YORK—COL. CHARLES 0. DAVIS. 


Brevet Major Gen. James McLeer, N.G.N.Y., retired, re- 
viewed the 13th N.Y. on the night of April 23, accompanied 
by the Memorial Committee of the G.A.R. of Brooklyn. The 
event was in honor of the veterans of the regiment. The 
usual large and enthusiastic audience was present and the 
regiment made a fine display. The review was under the 
command of Col. C. O. Davis, the regiment being formed with 
three battalions, under command respectively of Majors 
Rodgers, Grant and a Following the regimental parade 
there was an exhibition of target practice by the 2d Battalion 
under Major Grant, which was followed by dancing.

The umpires for the 
war game were Major W. P. Stone, U.S.A., retired; Capt.

Plans for the day’s campaign were as follows: At 5 a.m. 
General Chase received information from scouts that an army 
was approaching Denver from Kansas, and were then fifteen 
miles southeast of the city. Two regiments of Infantry, one 
squadron of Cavalry, one battalion of Artillery, a Signal 
Corps and a Field Hospital Corps were mobilized, and at 
8 a.m. left University Park to meet the enemy. From 8 
o’clock until 3, they worked on the defenses, but by this 
time the wind was blowing such a gale that the whole force 
beat a retreat and found shelter in the capitol. 

A dinner was held by the officers in the evening at Savoy 
Hotel. During the dinner Lieutenant Governor Fitzgerald 
said that the National Guard should have better equipment 
and some kind of pay. 

General Chase gave a talk, inviting discussion, on the 
needs of the state Militia. A bill providing for pay for all 
Militia men who appear for drill more than twenty-six times 
a year is now ready for the next Legislature to act upon, he 
said, and a plan for the use of the state’s credit for the 
building of armories was accepted by the last general assembly 
and will be ready to be put into operation as soon as the 
next assembly is resdy to take the matter up. The armories 
in the state now, he said, are among the poorest to be found 


in the country and are veritable fire traps for all the muni- 
tions that are placed in them for safe keeping. 


22D N.Y.—COL. W. B. HOTCHKIN. 

Commodore Robert P. Forshew, commanding the Naval 
Militia of New York, accompanied by Lieut. Comdrs. A. B. 
Fry, J. C. MacEvitt, H. W. York, and ©. L. Poor, of the 
Naval Militia, reviewed the 1st Battalion of the 22d Engi- 
neers, N.Y., under command of Major E. F. MacGrotty, at 
the armory on the night of April 19, and witnessed practical 
exhibitions of engineering work which formed an interesting 
innovation.

Companies G and K showed how a pontoon bridge is con- 
structed, launching the pontoons from the bank of the sup- 
posed river, anchoring them, and then laying the timbers and 
planks and marching over it. 

Company I set up wire entanglements, and its demolition 
squad showed the use of explosives in land mines. Com- 
pany D showed how to blow up a wall and rush through the 
breech, instead of scaling it. There was not much left of the 
wall after it was blown up. It was composed of several hun- 
dred cigar boxes fastened together, and was nearly two feet 
thick. Dancing followed the exhibition, which was highly 
praised by Commodore Forshew and staff.

J. W. C.—Medals are not authorized for the Italian earth- 
quake relief party. The Italian Navy League presented me- 
morial tablets to the various navies assisting in the work 
and that for the U.S. Navy was placed aboard the Connecticut, 
flagship of the Atlantic Fleet. 

J. A. S—The addresses of the different battalions of Ist 
Cavalry are given under our table of Army Stations. If you 
do not know what company your friend is serving in, address 
the Adjutant General of the Army at Washington, D.C., giving 
your reasons for seeking the information, 

H. B. F.—The U.S. Government does not buy up pensions. 

A. H.—You may count double towards your retirement all 
the time you served ashore as a soldier in the Philippines, 
also double your Spanish War service in Cuba and Porto 
Rico. Regarding the Spanish War and Philippine campaign 
badges apply to the Bureau of Navigation, since you are now 
in the Navy. The Army G.O. relating to badges for Army 
service is G.O. 129, 1908. 

L. H. asks: Is the same opportunity extended to naval en- 
listed men for examination for second lieutenant in Philip- 
pine Scouts as to Army men? Answer: (1) The examinatians 
are open to enlisted men of the Regular Army. of not less 
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than two years’ service, (2) Natives of the Philippine Isl- 
ands, and (3) citizens of the United States. No provision is 
made for naval enlisted men, as these would have no oppor- 
tunity to come before an examining board if at sea. You 
could study up and apply for privilege of taking examination 
as a civilian candidate. Circular giving information may be 
secured on application to the War Department Washington, 
D.C,

your company in Cuba in 1899 address through the channel. 


J. B.—See answer to ‘‘Steady Reader.’’ 


SUBSCRIBER asks: If a soldier receives appointment as 
ordnance sergeant in the Philippine Islands after having al- 
ready served one year and nine months in the Philippine 
Islands, would he have to remain three years in the Philip- 
pine Islands from date of appointment? Answer: Not unless 
re-enlisted. Ordinarily the Philippine service of troops is now 
put at two and one-half years at a stretch. Your C.O. should 
be able to further enlighten you. 

R. G. asks: I served two years in the Naval Academy band 
before the Spanish-American War; am now in the Army. 
Does my service in the Naval Academy band count for re- 
tirement? Answer: Does not count. The law enlisting the 
Naval Academy band was approved April 12, 1910, and pro- 
vides, in part, ‘‘that the members of the Naval Academy band 
as now organized shall be enlisted in the Navy and credited 
with all prior service of whatever nature as members of said 
band, as shown by the records of the Naval Academy, and the 
payrolls of the ships and Academy; and the said leader and 
the enlisted musicians of the band shall be entitled to the 
same benefits in respect to pay, emoluments and retirement 
arising from longevity, re-enlistment and length of service 
as are, or may hereafter become applicable to other enlisted 
men of the Navy.’’ 

PAMPANGA.—Question as to your present standing on 
eligible list, Philippine Scouts, should be sent through the 
channel. Eligibles remaining on November list are not re- 
quired to take another examination, but will be appointed 
ahead of those passing next examination. The result of the 
examination for reappointment of some thirty captains of 
Philippine Scouts, ordered up for examination about March 
16, 1912, is not yet known. 

H. L. S.—Having served in the Navy ‘wo years and eight 
months and then purchased your discharge and re-eniisted in 
the Coast Art. Corps, you will have to wait one year before 
purchasing discharge, as Regular Army service only is counted 
in buying out of the Army. You will have to pay $120. See 
G.O. 90, War Dept., 1911. 

A. K. asks: (1) Is there any law forbidding an enlisted 
man to reside in Europe after retirement? (2) Can a man 
draw his retirement pay in Denmark? (3) Do I have to re- 
port in person to United States of America in person at least 
each year? (4) Or can I report to the American Consul in 
Copenhagen? (5) If a law should come into effect in the 
future not to allow a retired soldier to reside outside of the 
United States would such law include me? Answer: (1-2-3-4) 
As a retired soldier is always amenable to discipline under the 
Army Regulations, he cannot permanently reside out of the 
jurisdiction of the War Department. Furloughs not longer 
than one year at a time are granted and these may be extended 
in the discretion of the War Department authorities. The 
furlough would specify how and in what form reports should 
be made to the Adjutant General. (5) That would depend 
entirely upon the wording of the law. 

Ex-SOLDADO asks: (1) In what history can I find some 
details of 26th Pennsylvania Volunteers, 1861-63, especially 
at second Bull Run? (2) A soldier of Civil War living with 
daughter dies, and though he was drawing a pension she had 
to defray expense of his funeral. Can she get accrued pen- 
sion, if any, or could she be reimbursed by the Government 
for funeral? He died in New Jersey in 1881. How would 
she proceed? (3) Would a person desiring to get in the 
U.S. Secret Service have to have some police experience? 
Answer: (1) Rebellion Records of the War Department, or 
address the Adjutant General of Pennsylvania. (2) The Gov- 
ernment does not pay funeral expenses of pensioners. If 
there was a quarter’s pension due the soldier when he died, 
the daughter should address the Commissioner of Pensions, 
Washington, D.C., for advice. (3) For particulars address 
the Treasury Department. Inexperienced men would hardly 
be likely to be engaged. Private detective agencies offer 
openings to men who have aptitude without experience. 

L. asks: (1) Should a soldier transfer from here to a 
regiment in the Philippines, would he have to pay for trans- 
portation from San Francisco to Manila or could he go on a 
U.S. transport without paying for his passage? (2) Is the 
9th Band, C.A.C., which is now stationed in the Philippine 
Island counted as one of the recent permanent organizations, 
or will they be ordered back to the States soon? Answer: 
(1)This would depend upon the orders; the man might be 
assigned to duty en route, and of course Government would 
then stand expense of water transportation. (2) This has not 
yet been designyted as a permanent detail. The 9th Band 
arrived in the Philippines October, 1910, and are good for 
about a year more on a two and one-half year detail. 

J. A. McD.—You can secure the desired information at the 
naval recruiting office in Brooklyn. As we understand your 
question you purchased your discharge from the Navy, you 
being in your first enlistment. Should you enlist again you 
would not get a refund of the amount you paid for discharge, 
nor could you buy out again from the Navy. You would be 
enlisted as of the first period, with pay and allowances ac- 
cordingly. 

F. B. R. writes: I have often heard of a watch being used 
to take the place of a compass, but I cannot find how it is 
done. Would like to have some information on the subject. 
Answer: When the sun is shining a watch answers the pur- 
poses of orientation as well as a compass. While the sun is 
passing over 180 degrees (from East to West), the hour 
hand of the watch passes over 360 degrees (from 6 o’clock 
to 6 o'clock). Consequently, the angular movement of the 
sun in an hour corresponds to the angular movement of the 
hour hand in half an hour. If, then, holding the watch hori- 
zontal, we point the hour hand in the direction of the sun, a 
line from the pivot of the hands to the point midway between 
the hour hand and XII. will point to the South. If you 
will consult Wagner’s ‘‘The Service of Security and Informa- 
tion,’’ page 199, you will see an illustration which further 
explains the principles. 

J. L. asks: Enlisted June 9, 
1903; re-enlisted Oct. 26, 1903; discharged Oct. 25, 1906; 
re-enlisted Jan. 23, 1907; discharged Jan. 22, 1910; re-en- 
listed Feb. 1, 1910; discharged Sept. 12, 1910, by purchase; 
re-enlisted Sept. 25, 1910. What pay should I be drawing 
as a private in the Infantry? Answer: On re-enlistment 
within three months after discharge by purchase in 1910, 
you returned to the same enlistment period from which you 
had bought. You will remain on third period until expiration 
of present enlistment Sept. 24, 1913.

8TH INFANTRY EN ROUTE TO PHILIPPINES. 
Zamboanga, Mindanao, P.I., March 4, 1912. 

Rather out of the ordinary was the departure of the 8th 
Infantry from Monterey, as this was the first time that a 
regiment ever embarked from the little city on Monterey 
Bay, but quite successfully was this accomplished. Although 
it was not definitely known just when the transport Sherman 
would reach Monterey from San Francisco, the women and 
children were ordered to be in readiness by 7:30 p.m. on 
Monday, Feb. 5. Seven-thirty came, however, and no trans- 
port; rumors of all kinds were afloat that the expected boat 
would not be in till midnight or later, and the next question 
was what to do with the sleepy little children—many a little 
one was put on Q.M. bunks, and covered with wraps, the only 
available covering, as all else had been turned in, and they 
had just fallen into the sweet, innocent sleep of childhood, 
when the transport gave its whistling signal, for it arrived 
about nine o’clock. The night was dark and moonless, but 
from every officer’s quarters twinkled bright lights, and soon 
wagons of every description went along the officers’ row, 
picking up the many women and excited little folks. A weird 
procession that—mules, buckboards, ambulances, dougher- 
ties, and escort wagons wending their way through the garri- 
son and the streets of old Monterey toward the wharf. Each 
movement was systematically carried out, and soon every 
woman and child was on the small craft ready to be taken 
out in the bay where the transport lay at anchor. Before 
midnight all of them were comfortably housed in their state- 
rooms and the babies once more resumed their broken 
slumbers. P 

It was with regret that the 8th left Monterey, for it had 
had a pleasant tour in that old historic place, and it was with 
sadness that we saw the land recede and finally fade from 
view. There were aching hearts left behind. 

For weeks before we left California, all nature seemed to 
be giving us the best it had in its wonderful store of wealth— 
the sun shone so brightly, the song birds were bursting forth 
into melody, and the wild flowers had begun to raise their 
dainty blossoms from the emerald green of the tender young 
grass, and everything was suggestive of the early spring. 

To many the voyage was an old story, for there were offi- 
cers and their families, and soldiers too, who had already 
made this trip several times; but yet there were others to 
whom this was all a new and novel experience, for the 8th 
has had many additions in the past two years in officers of 
practically all grades, particularly the new lieutenants from 
the Military Academy and civil life, and new recruits in the 
ranks. There was also the usual number of brides on board, 
to whom all life and every experience was seen through roseate 
glasses. 

The trip to Honolulu was uneventful, except for those who 
suffered from the awful malady, seasickness, and that was of 
sufficient consequence to make them never care what might be 
transpiring elsewhere on the globe. 

Honolulu, that island paradise, has ever its charm for the 
old visitor as well as for the new, and the two days spent 
here were glad ones, enjoyed by all in seeing the sights, bath- 
ing in the wonderful surf at Waikiki Beach, and feasting on 
the tropical fruits. The usual hop was given on the last 
night of our stay here at Moana Hotel. This port was reached 
on the afternoon of Feb. 14. It is ever a pretty sight to see 
a steamer leave this island port, for the old custom of decorat- 
ing each departing guest with leis of beautiful, many colored, 
fragrant flowers, present a festive scene of many and varied 
hues. The celebrated Hawaiian band gave us a touching 


farewell, and the 8th Infantry band returned the compliment, 
and as we passed the cruiser, West Virginia, its band joined 
in, and there was indeed sweet strains of bon voyage in the 
air as we sailed away, on Feb. 16. Quite a few passengers 
got off for station at Honolulu, among them being Col. J. 8. 
Rogers and his two sons, Major E. V. Smith, Lieut. and Mrs. 
Ely, Lieut. and Mrs. Christie, and Capt. and Mrs. Pritchard, 
and their interesting family of five small boys. A number 
were taken on here too, among these being Lieut. Comdr. and 
Mrs. Babbin, of the Navy, also Lieut. and Mrs. Lincoln, 
who were just joining the 8th. Capt. W. H. Johnson, now on 
duty with the local Militia (until recently an officer of the 
8th), was on the wharf to receive us, and it was with much 
pleasure that he and his wife kept open house for their old 
regimental friends and such a reunion was a most enjoyable 
occasion for all.

The boat at no time was overcrowded and the voyage was 
indeed a pleasant one. The weather remained delightfully 
cool and pleasant until Guam was reached. Just after leav- 
ing Honolulu, the first hop was given, and it was so ar- 
ranged that both officers and enlisted men could enjoy these 
hops, as the band played from the upper deck; on one side 
of the saloon deck aft, the officers danced while on the op- 
posite side of the same deck, the second cabin passengers 
tripped the light fantastic. On Washington’s Birthday, an- 
other hop followed, and several others were enjoyed ere the 
voyage ended. 

Most every evening groups of merry singers gathered in 
the saloon and spent many happy hours playing the popular 
airs and singing the catchy songs of the modern opera.

We arrived at Cal- 
bayog, Samar, about three o’clock p.m. on Monday, March 4, 
but as the Warren had not gotten in we waited till the next 
morning before sailing for Zamboanga.

She reached Manila an hour after the Warren had 
left the dock, but through the thoughtfulness of Colonel Root 
a launch had been ordered to take her out to the place where 
the transport anchored for inspection, by the quarantine doc- 
tors, and in this way she reached there in ample time.

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“Ex-Attaché” in the New York Tribune informs us 
that “it is said that each year about twenty thousand 
Japanese commit suicide.

In the war between Japan 
and Russia in Manchuria eight years ago the number of 
prisoners taken by the Russians was infinitesimal, this 
being due to the fact not that the Czar’s soldiers re- 
frained from giving quarter, but that the Japanese 
refused to accept it, preferring self-inflicted death to 
the disgrace of surrender ; for surrender, save in excep- 
tional instances, as in the case of besieged towns or 
when wounded, is, according to military ethics, dishonor- 
able. Prince Jaime of Bourbon, son of Don Carlos of 
Spain, who served under the Muscovite flag in Man- 
churia, relates that after one of the attempts to bottle 
up Port Arthur, when he steamed out with a launch to 
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rescue several Japanese who were clinging to the rigging, 


of the fireships sunk in the roadstead, the men one after 
another blew out their brains with their revolvers or 
committed hari-kiri with their sword bayonets, throwing 
themselves into the sea rather than permit themselves 
to be taken prisoners.”

All cells supplied on Government orders are 
stamped “A.N.S.” (Army-Navy Special) on filler 
caps, having been especially constructed to meet 
Army and Navy requirements. 

When battery is unpacked, raise filler cap on each 
cell and determine if solution is at proper level.

NORMAL CHARGE. 

If battery has been practically discharged, the 
normal charge is for seven hours at normal rate as 
above. Charging resistance should be adjusted from 
time to time to keep current normal. If this is im- 
practicable, set resistance so that the current is 
about 50% above normal at the start. It should 
taper off by rise in battery voltage so that the 
average current will be at normal rate. 

If battery is only half discharged, recharge for 
half of seven hours at normal rate; if only one 
quarter discharged, charge for a quarter of seven 
hours, etc.

I therefore decided that publication of 
the instructions would be opportune. It is 
seldom that a manufacturer of storage 
batteries uses the instructions as an adver- 
tisement, but the Edison Storage Battery 
is different from all other storage batteries, 
so why not establish a precedent?
